Who will Putin anoint as successor? 

It is the question that keeps Russia's ruling class awake 
at night: who will take over when Vladimir Putin steps down 
as president next year? Under Russia's constitution Putin is 
not allowed to serve more than two terms as president. 
Elections for his successor will take place on March 2 2008, 
and Putin has insisted that he will not amend the constitution 
to allow himself a third term. Most analysts believe him. They 
say that unless Russia is plunged into crisis in the coming 
months he will give up the job as planned. 

Some believe, however, that after installing a puppet 
successor next year he will make a triumphant return as 
president in 2012. This is possible constitutionally. The 
Kremlin is constructing an alternative narrative. Two 
candidates appear to be preparing to slug it out - Sergei 
Ivanov, 54, Russia's former defence minister and first deputy 
prime minister, and Dmitri Medvedev, 41, Russia's other first deputy prime minister. 
Insiders have also floated the name of Vladmir Yakunin - the head of Russia's railways. 
He enjoys a lower profile than the other contenders, but is a close friend of Putin's. 

Like Putin, Ivanov enjoyed a successful cold war career in the KGB - though his postings 
(Kenya and Sweden) were more glamorous than Putin's (Dresden in East Germany). Fluent in 
English and Swedish, and with a penchant for John Le Carre novels, Ivanov's hawkish instincts 
and alpha intellect appear to make him the ideal candidate. Medvedev is a St Petersburg 
lawyer and supposedly a more liberal figure. Putin's former presidential chief of staff, Medvedev 
is chairman of the Russia's state gas monopoly, Gazprom, and is responsible for medical care, 
education, housing and agriculture. He is a fan of the rock band Deep Purple. 

The differences between Ivanov and Medvedev are not as big as they seem. Both 
are Putin proteges, both are unfailingly loyal and both represent the status quo. What 
everyone does agree on is that whichever candidate Putin decides to endorse is guaranteed 
victory. With a total monopoly of both television and state resources, the Kremlin's 
preferred candidate will steamroll the field.

Mega Project Across the Bering Strait 

Russia proposes international mega project across the Bering strait. Since Willam 
Gilpin, Colorado territorial governor, proposed in 1849 to build a railway connection between 
Eurasia and the Americas, engineers, economists, business tycoons, and quixotic figures 
as diverse as the Reverend Moon and Lyndon LaRouche have kept alive the dream of 
connecting the world's two largest continents. While previous plans envisioned railway 
ferries and dams across the 92 km wide strait, the latest - and perhaps most serious 
attempt - will probably involve several tunnels, pipelines, power lines, tidal power stations, 
and the railway and road systems of Russia, China, the United States and Canada. 

In the context of the 'Russian East Mega Projects' conference on April 24, its participants 
will formally ask the governments of Russia, Canada and the United Slates to sign an 
agreement towards the realization of what could be the largest infrastructure project in 
human history. The project is slated to cost at least $60 billion, and its proponents believe 
the link itself could be constructed within 12 years, while the building of the supporting 
transport infrastructure would take up to 25 years. Linking Chukotka and Alaska may 
appear odd, but the economic arguments in favor of the project are compelling. Most cargo 
between Asia and North America is currently transported by ships. While relatively cheap, 
sea cargo is slow - increasing trade volume between the North America and Asia is beginning 
to exhaust the processing capacity of existing Canadian and US ports. By directly linking 
Korean, Chinese, and Russian industrial centers to North America, it will be possible to 
transport much more cargo, while cutting shipping times by up to two weeks. 

But the project will also have an energy dimension. Not only would it include gas and 
oil pipelines, but also giant tidal energy generators that could supply up to 10 GW of 
electricity to consumers on both coasts of the Pacific.

Hyundai's boss gets three years 




The chairman of Hyundai Motor Company, one of South 
Korea's biggest firms, has been sentenced to three years in 
jail for embezzlement and breach of trust. Chung Mong-koo, 
68, was accused of amassing a multi-million dollar slush fund 
for personal use and to pay lobbyists and politicians. A 
spokesman for South Korea's top auto maker said the ruling 
was disappointing and that an appeal would be filed. The court 
allowed Chung to remain on bail while he fights the appeal. 

Chung was accused of embezzling $110m from company 
affiliates. Some of the money was allegedly used to pay off politicians and government 
officials, and also help smooth the way for Chung's son to take control of the auto group. 
"The court decided a strict execution of law is necessary to eradicate illegal and anti-market 
practices " presiding judge at the Seoul court, said. He said Chung's action's were "clearly 
criminal". Prosecutors - who had sought a six-year sentence - had argued during the trial 
that Chung's crimes were "grave". But Judge Kim said the lesser sentence was given taking 
into account Chung's "big contributions to the development of the country's economy" and 
also his involvement in charity. Chung looked grim as the verdict was read and later walked 
silently from the courtroom. He previously asked for leniency and promised to improve the 
firm's corporate governance. The trial has been closely watched in South Korea, where it 
has been seen as a test of the court's commitment to tackle corporate corruption. In the 
past the courts have treated similar cases with great leniency, but there has been growing 
pressure from the government and the public to impose stiffer penalties. The imprisonment 
could "have a grave impact on the industry as well as the national economy. Shares in 
Hyundai Motor Company were down 2.44% after the verdict. 

Taiwan first lady faints at trial 

THE WEEK, 3.01.07: The wife of Taiwan's embattled 
president has fainted during her court appearance in Taipei, 
where she is on trial for embezzlement and forgery. Wu Shu- 
chen, who has used a wheelchair since she was hit by a truck 
in an apparent attempt to kill her in 1985, was taken to 
hospital after collapsing. The first lady denies illegally using 
state funds for personal expenses. Her husband faces similar 
accusations but is protected from prosecution by presidential 
immunity. He has promised to resign if she is found guilty. 
Wu Shu-chen and her co-defendants all pleaded not guilty to charges of corruption, 
forgery and perjury when they appeared at court in the capital Taipei. But 90 minutes after her 
arrival at court, during a recess, the first lady reported feeling faint. Television pictures showed 
her being rushed by ambulance to a nearby hospital. A doctor at the hospital said she was 
suffering from an irregularly low temperature and slow heartbeat, but her condition was not life 
threatening. "We gave her some medicine, and her situation improved. She is now under close 
observation." Concerns about her health led to doubts over whether she would be fit enough 
to stand trial. She faces a maximum sentence of seven years in prison if she is found guilty. 

Taiwan's first lady and the three aides were indicted by prosecutors last month. The 
charges relate to the handling of a secret presidential fund used for diplomatic work overseas. 
Officials say around US 500,000 could not be properly accounted for, and accuse the president's 
family of using it for their own use. Mr Chen has denied the allegations, and claims the use of 
false invoices was to cover expenses incurred in secret diplomatic programmes. The trial is 
being seen as a test of the independence of the judiciary, our correspondent says. 

President Chen has been undermined by a series of scandals involving his family and 
his office in recent months. He has already survived three opposition attempts, including 
one last month, to remove him from office. Earlier this week, another former presidential 
aide was sentenced to 12 years for accepting bribes. Later this month, another court will 
deliver its verdict in a case of insider trading involving the president's son-in-law.

I exposed CIA agent by mistake 

The greatest political scandal to hit the Bush 
presidency took a tantalising twist yesterday when 
Richard Armitage, the former deputy secretary of state, 
admitted that he was the first to reveal the identity of 
the CIA agent Valerie Plame. 

The exposure, which came during bitter in-fighting 
that erupted in Washington after the overthrow of 
Saddam Hussein's regime in Iraq in 2003, resulted in the 
indictment of a senior White House aide for the first time 
in decades and prompted a flurry of accusations that 
President George Bush was directly responsible for the leak. Last night furious conservatives 
accused Mr Armitage of treachery and demanded an apology from the Bush opponents who 
claimed that the exposure of Miss Plame's identity in July 2003 was the work of a vindictive 
White House seeking to undermine critics of the war. Miss Plame is the wife of Joe Wilson, a 
former ambassador, who was one of the first to criticise the Bush administration's case for 
war. Mr Wilson had angered the White House by refuting the allegation - first made by 
British intelligence and contained in Mr Bush's 2003 State of the Union address - that 
Saddam's regime had sought uranium from Niger. 

Shortly after Mr Wilson wrote an article in the New York Times in July 2003 accusing 
the Bush administration of twisting the intelligence on weapons of mass destruction a 
conservative columnist revealed that his wife worked for the CIA. Her outing provoked 
outrage from Mr Bush's opponents who accused the White House of leaking her name as 
part of a smear campaign to discredit Mr Wilson's claims. The row led to a major crisis for 
Mr Bush, as the unmasking of a CIA agent is a federal offence. A federal grand jury was 
convened which questioned several senior White House aides, culminating in the indictment 
for perjury of Vice President Dick Cheney's chief-of-staff. 

At one stage it looked as if Karl Rove, Mr Bush's chief political adviser, might be 
indicted and that Mr Cheney would be drawn into the controversy. The investigation made 
clear that both Mr Cheney and Mr Libby were keen to discredit Mr Wilson and may have 
been unprofessional in their handling of classified information. 

But it has now emerged that the original leaker was Mr Armitage who, far from being a 
hawkish Bush diehard, had long been a prominent "dove" fiercely critical of the drive to war. 
He left the administration at the end of Mr Bush's first term, along with his boss, Colin 
Powell, the former secretary of state. After a book last week identified him as the source, Mr 
Armitage has finally broken cover. In a blizzard of media interviews he said he had leaked 
the name inadvertently, not realising Miss Plame's job at the CIA was secret. 

"It was a terrible error on my part," he told the New York Times. "I value my ability to 
keep state secrets. This was bad and I really felt bad about this." The White House has not 
commented on the revelation. Mr Armitage's admission came on the day a report 
commissioned by the US Senate concluded that Saddam Hussein had provided no material 
support for al-Qa'eda and had no relationship with the leader of al-Qa'eda in Iraq, despite 
claims made by administration officials during the build-up to the invasion of Iraq.

Russia upgrades nuclear missiles 

Russia says it is deploying a mobile version of its most important long-range nuclear 
missile. The new Topol-M missiles would be able to penetrate a multi-layered missile defence 
system. Russia already has 42 fixed-site Topol-M missile systems. The missile, known in the 
West as the SS-27, has a range of more than 10,000km. Mounted on a heavy off-road 
launch vehicle, it is harder to detect than the earlier version, which has been in service for 
more than 20 years. "These systems will form the basis of our strategic missile troops in 
the future. The first regiment is now being put on combat duty," Mr Ivanov said. Under 
disarmament treaties, Russia and the US are committed to cutting their nuclear warheads 
to between 1,700 and 2,200 each. Russian military expert said the new Topol-M system 
would give Russia strategic nuclear parity with the US.

Alarm at Europe cocaine use rise 

A UN report says cocaine use in Europe has reached record levels with an estimated 
3.5 million people taking the drug - a quarter of worldwide users. The report also warns of 
a continuing rise in cannabis use around the world. The US remains the world's largest 
single cocaine market with more than 40% of all users of the highly addictive drug based 
there. It also says Colombia accounted for one third of global cocaine seizures in 2006. 

UN executive director Antonio Maria Costa said it was up to richer countries to help the 
developing world fight the drugs problem - either by assisting in drug enforcement or by 
offering South American coca farmers the investments they need to switch to legal crops. 

Speaking at a press conference where the annual report was presented, Mr Costa said 
that demand for cocaine in Western Europe was "rising to alarming levels". "I urge European 
Union governments not to ignore this peril. Too many professional, educated Europeans 
use cocaine, often denying their addiction, and drug abuse by celebrities is often presented 
uncritically by the media, leaving young people confused and vulnerable." 

The report also warned about a continuing rise in cannabis use, estimated to have been 
consumed by 162 million people at least once since 2004 - equivalent to 4% of the worldwide 
population aged 15-64. Mr Costa warned that cannabis was now much stronger than in past 
decades and that it should not be regarded as a "soft" drug. "Today, the harmful characteristics 
of cannabis are no longer that different from those of other plant-based drugs such as cocaine 
and heroin," he said, referring to mounting evidence linking cannabis use to mental illness. 

The UN watchdog also warned that opium production in Afghanistan could surge again 
this year, saying efforts to stamp out production were being hampered by persistent 
lawlessness. There was some good news in that authorities' confiscation of drugs, especially 
cocaine, reached record highs, Mr Costa noted. The US uncovered the largest number of 
methamphetamine laboratories - more than 17,000 in 2004 - over 90% of those dismantled 
worldwide. However, he insisted that governments needed to do much more to curb both 
supply and demand. "A coherent, long-term strategy can reduce supply, demand and 
trafficking... if this does not happen, it will be because some nations fail to take the drug 
issue seriously and pursue inadequate policies," Mr Costa said.

"Paris Syndrome 1 strikes Japanese 

A dozen or so Japanese tourists a year have to be 
repatriated from the French capital, after falling prey to 
what's become known as "Paris syndrome". That is what 
some polite Japanese tourists suffer when they discover 
that Parisians can be rude or the city does not meet their 
expectations. The experience can apparently be too 
stressful for some and they suffer a psychiatric breakdown. 

Around a million Japanese travel to France every 
year. Many of the visitors come with a deeply romantic 
vision of Paris - the cobbled streets, as seen in the film Amelie, the beauty of French women 
or the high culture and art at the Louvre. The reality can come as a shock. An encounter with 
a rude taxi driver, or a Parisian waiter who shouts at customers who cannot speak fluent 
French, might be laughed off by those from other Western cultures. But for the Japanese - 
used to a more polite and helpful society in which voices are rarely raised in anger - the 
experience of their dream city turning into a nightmare can simply be too much. This year 
alone, the Japanese embassy in Paris has had to repatriate four people with a doctor or nurse 
on board the plane to help them get over the shock. They were suffering from "Paris syndrome". 

It was a Japanese psychiatrist working in France, Professor Hiroaki Ota, who first 
identified the syndrome some 20 years ago. On average, up to 12 Japanese tourists a year 
fall victim to it, mainly women in their 30s with high expectations of what may be their first 
trip abroad. The Japanese embassy has a 24-hour hotline for those suffering from severe 
culture shock, and can help find hospital treatment for anyone in need. However, the only 
permanent cure is to go back to Japan - never to return to Paris.

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Colombia troops stole Fare money 

THE MIRROR, 14.03.07: A Colombian military court has found more than 140 soldiers 
guilty of stealing money from the Revolutionary Armed Forces of Colombia (Fare). The 

soldiers found $16m packed in plastic bags during an 
operation in a deserted rebel camp. Instead of reporting 
the find, they split the money. Once they returned to the 
barracks, many deserted with the cash - others went on 
spending sprees, which raised suspicions. 

The soldiers will be sentenced to between six and 
15 years in prison. Lawyers for the soldiers have said 
they will appeal against the ruling. They had argued that 
no crime was committed because it was impossible to 
know for certain who the money belonged to. But the military judge ruled that the 
soldiers had known that the money belonged to the Fare and, furthermore, that it was 
money made from drug trafficking, kidnap ransoms and extortion. 

Only 55 soldiers were present during the trial. The others are still on the run 
and were tried in absence. The soldiers belonged to an anti-guerrilla battalion fighting 
left-wing rebels in the San Vicente de Caguan area, once a rebel safe haven in the 
south of the country. Colombia has seen decades of fighting among rebels, right- 
wing paramilitaries and state forces. 

Stuck woman traps cave group 

THE NEWSDAY, 2.01.07: An overweight woman who got stuck in a South African cave 
trapped 22 fellow tourists for more than 10 hours and had to be prised free with liquid 
paraffin. The ordeal began when the woman became stuck just after noon on New Year's 
Day. The woman was "told at the ticket office that she was too big to take part in the 
specific section". The caves' manager also said the woman had been warned she might not 
be suitable but she insisted on trying. The rescue operation involved several ambulance 
teams and a helicopter. Hein Gerstner, manager of Cango Caves, said it was an "expensive 
exercise" that could cost $5,700. "We don't know yet who will foot the bill," he said. 

No drilling equipment was needed and the woman was eventually freed with a pulley 
and paraffin used to grease the surface at about 2320. She was taken to hospital but is not 
injured and is expected to be released soon. 

Blind man was "dangerous driver* 

AFP NEWS 21.03.07: A blind man, who lost his eyes in 
a bomb blast, has been convicted of dangerous driving after 
police spotted his car on the wrong side of the road. Omed 
Aziz, 31 , was being aided as he drove through Oldbury, West 
Midlands, by an allegedly banned driver in the passenger 
seat. Aziz, who denied dangerous driving, will be sentenced 
next Monday. At a previous hearing, Iraqi-born Aziz pleaded 
guilty to driving with no MOT, no licence and no insurance. 
Aziz is also partially deaf and suffers from leg tremors. 

Richard Knight, chairman of the bench at Warley 
Magistrates Court, said Aziz was aware of the risk he posed to others. "Mr Aziz was fully 
aware of his disabilities and we find the driver was in a dangerous, defective state," he said. 
Aziz and his friend were arrested after police followed their car along Oldbury Ringway and 
into West Bromwich Street. Pc Glyn Austin told the court: "I attempted to speak to the 
driver, who appeared to be fumbling around with the controls. At that point the passenger 
leaned across and stated: 'He's blind'". Another officer, who was present at that time, told 
magistrates the vehicle had crossed a white hazard line on to the wrong side of the road 
just before being stopped. "I asked him if he could see me. He removed the dark-coloured 
sunglasses he was wearing and I could clearly see he was blind as he had no eyes." 

Aziz, who said he had previous driving experience prior to being blinded in his homeland, 
was present in court and was helped around by an interpreter.

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Fifty years of fraternal rivalry 




The European Union claims it has secured peace 
among historical enemies, spread democracy to its 
neighbours and created a new model of international co- 
operation. But none of that was pre-ordained. The 
milestones of the past 50 years tell a story of bitter national 
rivalries, personality clashes and tortured compromises 
which have threatened the project's survival more than 
once and may do so again in the coming years. 

Winston Churchill, Britain's wartime leader, called 
postwar Europe "a rubble heap, a charnel-house, a 
breeding-ground for pestilence and hate". The challenges 
for Europe, included the retreat from colonial empires and the imminent security threat 
posed by the Soviet Union's domination of eastern Europe. But a different concern 
motivated the architects of the European integration project - fear of an over-mighty 
Germany. The story began as a search for an over-arching political framework to tie West 
Germany's destiny to that of its western neighbours and make another war impossible. 
Churchill saw European unity as a means of breaking the cycle of conflict. 

The first attempt ended in fiasco. In 1954 six nations signed an ambitious treaty to 
set up a European Defence Community as a rival to the US-led Nato alliance. But the 
French parliament rejected the plan, judging that it would be too weak to allow France to 
keep the upper hand over a revived West Germany. Economic integration proved more 
fruitful. The European Coal and Steel Community had shown the way by pooling national 
sovereignty in key industries. The Treaty of Rome built on that to unite France and West 
Germany, together with the four other founder members, in a European Economic 
Community. But the fledgling EEC soon faced another life-threatening crisis. 

In 1965, an imperious French President, Charles de Gaulle, threatened to wreck the 
EEC unless the others acknowledged France's special role in taking the Community's big 
decisions, especially over the Common Agricultural Policy's system of lavish subsidies, of 
which the lion's share went to French farmers. The result was the "empty chair crisis", a 
French boycott of EEC meetings which forced the rest to agree that each country would 
keep the power to veto common decisions to protect its vital national interests. Thus 
France firmly staked its claim to ownership of the European project. And Charles de Gaulle 
acknowledged his motives in vetoing the UK's attempts to join the EEC until 1973. Britain, 
he feared, would be a "Trojan Horse" for American influence. That mistrust pointed to what 
was to come - a titanic, ongoing struggle among European states between a French- 
inspired Euro-centric vision of the Community's purpose and a looser, free-market and 
Atlanticist vision championed by Britain. 

With the fall of the Berlin Wall in 1989 and the end of the Cold War the political battle 
for Europe was joined again with renewed fervour. European leaders ruled that German re- 
unification must be accompanied by a new effort to unify Europe politically. Two formidable 
figures, Chancellor Helmut Kohl of Germany and President Francois Mitterrand of France, 
forged a uniquely close alliance and claimed a special role as the joint "engines" of European 
integration. They made history by paving the way for the euro currency and the Maastricht 
Treaty which was to establish a European "Union". But to latecomers such as Britain and 
Denmark it was all very hard to swallow. A breaking-point seemed close when in 1990 
Britain's Prime Minister Margaret Thatcher stridently rejected the prospect of more powers 
being signed over to European institutions, saying: "No. No. No." That immediate crisis passed 
when Mrs Thatcher was ousted from power at home. But the underlying tensions remained. 
The idea of a "two-speed" Europe took root. Some nations embraced more common policies, 
such as the currency union, while others stood aside. 

End of a dream. And the EU faced another Catch 22: the "widening" of the Union 
through enlargement clashed with its long-standing commitment to "deepening". So by the 
year 2000, as the EU prepared to mark its triumph in bringing Poland and other ex-communist 
states into the European family, Europe was in other ways already coming apart. In 2003, 
the Iraq war again exposed an old fault-line between Atlanticists and the Franco-German 
camp, this time allied with Russia too. So the 2005 crisis over the draft European constitution

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brought together an explosive mixture of disputes and resentments, over the Ell's power 
structures, its foreign policy orientation and social policies, in one moment of decision. 

Not surprisingly, something snapped - the patience of French and Dutch voters, who 
said No. The Prime Minister of Luxembourg lamented that the people of Europe had 
stopped believing in the "European dream". Yet the EU goes on into its second half- 
century. The pioneers of the European project talked much 
about the political destination. They were wise enough, 
though, not to define it. Because obviously, nobody knows. 
The frozen political conflict over the fate of the European 
Union's constitution was reheated yesterday, as the issue 
divided the bloc and raised the prospect of a new clash 
between Britain and France. Angela Merkel, German chancellor, 
said she would use her country's presidency of the EU to 
push for the enactment of a rewritten constitution by 2009, 
warning of a "historic failure" if the stalemate continued. She 
told the European parliament there could be no expansion of the 27-member club until a new 
treaty had been agreed to update its ageing institutions and voting rules. But her relaunch of 
Europe's constitutional wrangle - on hold since the treaty was rejected by French and Dutch 
voters in 2005 - led to a drawing up of battle-lines in national capitals. 

Britain made it clear any new treaty would have to be so modest that Gordon Brown - 
expected to be UK prime minister by the summer - could ratify it through a parliamentary 
vote, avoiding a referendum he would probably lose. A senior British official said referendums 
were "not in Europe's interest", and suggested London would not he unhappy if the 
constitutional impasse continued. "Europe is not broken," the official said. "We are taking 
decisions. You can push through something really major like climate change and energy 
reform with the existing structure." 

Segolene Royal, the French Socialist presidential 
candidate, announced she would put a new treaty to a 
referendum, a move greeted with dismay in London. "I 
want the French people to be consulted once again in a 
referendum in 2009," Ms Royal said on a visit to 
Luxembourg. She is likely to use the issue to paint Nicolas 
Sarkozy, her rival, as someone prepared to deny French 
voters their democratic voice. Mr Sarkozy argues that a 
mini-treaty could be approved without running the gauntlet of a second referendum. 
But a Royal victory could complicate Ms Merkel's attempts to salvage the constitution. 
The Socialist candidate wants any new treaty to deliver a more "social Europe". If Ms 
Royal insists on a less "Anglo-Saxon" treaty, it would herald a bruising clash with Mr 
Brown and other economic liberals - particularly in central Europe. It could also heighten 
pressure on Britain and others to hold their own referendums. 

The 18 countries that have ratified the constitution will meet in Madrid next week 
to maintain pressure on Britain, France and other non-ratifiers to stick closely to the 
original text. The constitution would create a new EU president and foreign minister, 
reduce the size of the European Commission, reform the Union's voting rules and remove 
national vetoes in some areas of justice and home affairs. Diplomats in Brussels speculate 
that failure to agree a way out of the constitutional dilemma could see Europe split, with 
a core group pushing ahead with more integration. 

US 'blocks environment progress 9 

THE TIME, 7.03.07: Germany's environment minister, Sigmar Gabriel, says the United 
States has blocked progress on two key issues to protect the global environment by 
cutting emissions of carbon dioxide. He was speaking after a two-day meeting of environment 
ministers from the Group of Eight leading industrialised nations in the German city of 
Potsdam. The issues were carbon emissions trading and rewarding developing nations for 
protecting their natural assets, he said. But disagreements surfaced over specifics such as 
extending the global system of carbon trading, one of the central planks of any proposed 
deal to curb emissions. Mr Gabriel said the US opposition was "not a surprise". I would have 
been disappointed if I'd expected something different. We find this regrettable."

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From Russia with love 




When Natasha Chouvaeva landed at Heathrow 
airport on a bright morning in June 1991 she was joining 
a Russian community that had caused little more than 
a ripple on the capital's collective consciousness. The 
few thousand Russian exiles who had made London 
their home over the previous 20 years led relatively 
quiet lives in close-knit communities across London. 
Fifteen years later, as the 41 -year-old contemplates 
her burgeoning media empire from the recently opened 
Russian cultural centre in Bloomsbury, the city - and 
the thousands of Russians who now call it home - has undergone a radical transformation. 

From Russia's first billionaire, Boris Berezovsky, to Premiership football clubs, from 
international politics to spies and nuclear poisoning, super-rich Russians are leaving their 
impression on almost every aspect of London life. "Twenty years ago we were like rare birds 
in the zoo, there were so few of us," said Seva Novgorordsev, a broadcaster and leading 
figure in London's Russian community. "But the deluge started in 1991 and it has hardly let 
up since." According to the Russian embassy, there were only a few thousand Russian 
speakers in London before 1990. Now it estimates there are about 250,000. Financial 
analysts say there are at least 10 Russian billionaires and more than 1,000 millionaires 
whose extreme wealth has brought a fresh, lavish dynamic to the city. 

Ms Chouvaeva, who set up one of London's first Russian newspapers and a magazine, 
said the early 1990s, when Russia was lurching towards a form of unbridled capitalism, saw 
millions of dollars flood into London, often in hard cash. "I saw people arriving with suitcases 
stuffed with money," she said at a book launch at the grand Pushkin centre on Bloomsbury 
Square. "It was a fallout from what was sweeping Russia at the time; it was like the wild 
west. Much of the money had been made in state sell-offs and it seemed that with every 
new convulsion there, a new wave of exiles arrived here." But, as one recent arrival notes, 
pinning down exactly who is here and how much they are worth with any degree of certainty 
is near impossible. "Big money is mostly quiet money - and Russian money here is very big 
and very quiet," said the man, who did not want to be named. 

But that rule does not apply to every Russian billionaire who has set up a base in 
London. Roman Abramovich, whose fortune was recently put at $21 bn by the Russian magazine 
Finans, owns a string of properties as well as Chelsea FC. Another Russian prepared to put 
his head above the parapet is oligarch Boris Berezovsky. Since being granted asylum in the 
UK in 2003, Mr Berezovsky has been operating from his mansion near Weybridge and an 
office in Mayfair. He has survived at least one attempt on his life and never travels anywhere 
without his personal security team, made up of former French foreign legionnaires. His cavalcade, 
complete with motorcycle outriders, looked almost presidential. 

According to observers, there are several reasons why Berezovsky and other 
members of Russia's super-rich have chosen London as their home from home. Many of 
the more lawless entrepreneurs, who used the city as a bolthole when Moscow became 
too dangerous in the early 1990s, now need somewhere politically and economically secure 
to settle down. Others point to the language, the prestigious public schools and the 
lavish lifestyle open to the wealthy. For Mr Berezovsky the answer lies in what he calls the 
country's "democratic institutions." He says: "It is a fantastic combination of safety and 
freedom in this country ... other Russians feel the same and it is wonderful." 

Ms Chouvaeva says the answer is more 
straightforward. "There is one reason above all others 
why these people are coming to London and that is 
the tax law." For super-rich UK citizens who are not 
British-born, the "non-domicile" tax rule allows them 
to avoid paying tax on income earned overseas, which 
makes the UK, and London in particular, very 
attractive. The City also offers an unrivalled tax 
avoidance industry.

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it being eaten away by taxes or thrown away in casinos and divorce courts have a host of 
experts at their disposal. Jacob Rigg, from Step, the London-based trust management 
specialists, said: "It is becoming popular, almost fashionable, for very wealthy families to 
have a "family office" to manage their wealth and ensure there is a long-term plan." He said 
London was the global leader, adding that many Russians, who had had their fingers burnt 
in the volatile economic climate of post-Soviet Russia, were keen to ensure their money was 
safe and that it would remain in the family for generations. 

Whatever the reasons for the influx of Russian wealth, its impact is being felt on the 
cultural and economic life of the capital. Last year the relatively low- 
profile exile Alexander Lebedev, a former KGB spy, hosted a fundraising 
party at Althorp Park, the childhood home of Princess Diana. The event, 
which was lavish by any standards, was co-hosted by Mikhail Gorbachev 
and among other outlandish treats, had wolves and camels roaming 
the 8,500-acre estate as well as entertainment by Bono via video link. 
Last month the Champagne Information Bureau said the arrival of 
Russian money was driving sales of luxury brands in the UK; a visit to 
the ski slopes of Courchevel or the Cote D'Azur in August will also see 
London's Russian elite out in force. But it is perhaps in London's property 
market where the Russian invasion is being most keenly felt. A recent 
study found that Russians had bought up homes worth £2.2bn in the 
UK since 2000, more than investors from the US and the Middle East 
combined. Research from Knight Frank estate agents found that in 
2000 Russians spent more than £93m on houses and flats; so far this 
year that figure has already topped £800m. 

"Russians are a huge driving force at the top end of the London property market," said 
Grace Margolies, a Russian speaker brought in to work Knight Frank's Mayfair office. "Up until 
two years ago it was the oligarchs, the people who measure their wealth in billions, who were 
regularly buying trophy houses for tens of millions of pounds in areas like Belgravia. Mayfair and 
Regent's Park. They come with a team of people and buy into the concept; they see a house or 
a flat and if they like it they want the lot, the furniture, the fittings, everything - and it all has to 
be to the very highest spec." She said that for these people, some of the wealthiest in the world, 
secrecy and security are paramount. "They often have teams of their own security people who 
come round and assess the property to make sure it is suitable, they often bring in their own 
guards; it is very interesting process to watch, but I don't ask too many questions." 

In the last two years the property explosion has not been confined to the capital. A new 
wave of Russian professionals, financiers and bureaucrats has moved into the UK market 
buying up properties in the home counties; 73 homes worth more than Elm have been 
bought by Russians outside London already this year. Ms Margolies said: "There is a new 
group who are millionaires ratherthan billionaires who have followed the super- rich and have 
decided that ahead of the 2008 elections the UK is a better bet than Russia. They are not only 

looking at places in central London but at gated communities 
often near airports or private airstrips - some are even looking 
at big country estates further afield. "The influx of Russian 
wealth has seen a boom in luxury airtravel. Some companies 
say privately that they are struggling to find qualified pilots to 
meet the demand from Russians to whom money is no object. 
Niki Rokni, from London-based private jet company Ocean 
Sky, said it had transformed the business. "Sixty per cent of 
our clients are now Russians and we fly them all over the 
world in luxury private planes. They have created a massive 
boom in private airtravel, it has been quite extraordinary ... 
Last week we flew a group to St Lucia, others want to go to 
Bali or Thailand and, of course, London to Moscow is always popular." 

Looking out over Hyde Park from the first floor of the Intercontinental Hotel on Park 
Lane, Natasha Chouvaeva believes the influence of the Russia's super-rich will increase. "There 
is no immediate crisis in Russia but the rich are pouring into London faster than ever," she 
says at an auction of Russian art. "Among these people ... there is a sense that anything could 
happen in the 2008 elections, they feel the whole thing could collapse and, like many people 
before them, they see London as a very attractive option."

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Beach "diamonds 9 fake, say police 

THE REUTERS, 29.04.07: Police in the Indian city of Mumbai 
(Bombay) have urged people not to believe rumours that a 
suburban beach is awash with diamonds. Hundreds of people 
had descended on the popular Juhu beach since the rumours 
started on Saturday, some scouring sand through the night by 
torchlight. But police said the "gems" were just glass or stones. 
One man drowned there a few days ago. Witnesses said he was 
one of the diamond hunters but police denied this. 

A senior police officer said the so-called diamonds found 
by fortune hunters were worthless. However, some people have 
managed to sell them to gullible tourists. Local jewellers have 
confirmed the stones are not diamonds. Juhu beach is one of 
the most popular in Bombay and is visited by hundreds of 
tourists from across India every day. "We heard people found 
diamonds on the beach," Dhruv, a 15-year-old newspaper seller, 
told the Reuters news agency. "So I came here with my friends and we have found more 
than 50 diamonds which we managed to sell." Some reports said the "gems" had 
fetched up to 1,500 rupees ($34). Police warned it would be dangerous for people to 
venture out too far, particularly during high tide. Some of the hunters believed the 
"gems" were loot that was lost in the Arabian sea. 

Hunt for stolen icon 

THE OBSERVER, 19.03.07: A major police operation is underway in southern Greece 
to try to find a team of burglars who stole one of the country's leading religious icons. The 
icon of the Virgin Mary, at the monastery of Elona, symbolised Greek freedom during a 19th 
Century campaign to expel the Turkish Ottoman empire. Police are working on the theory 
that the thieves hid inside the monastery when it closed to the public. They are then 
thought to have been lowered by rope into the sanctuary. People living near the cliff-side 

monastery believe the icon possessed miraculous powers. 
Normally, a replica of the 700-year-old icon is exhibited at the 
monastery of Elona, which is built into the side of a sheer 
cliff. But because this is the week when Orthodox Christians 
celebrate the life of Christ's mother, the original priceless piece 
of art was placed on public display. They cut the icon from its 
frame and then abseiled down to the ground. 

The national police force is leading the inquiry. 
Roadblocks have been set up, boats leaving nearby harbours 
have been searched, and a festival that should have 
attracted thousands of people has been cancelled so as not to obstruct the police hunt. 
Many miracles have been attributed to the icon. Once, during the Ottoman 
occupation, it is said to have blinded a group of Turkish soldiers who burst into the 
monastery on a mission to destroy it. In more recent years, the icon is said to have 
been responsible for curing the sick, and also for ensuring the miraculous escape of 
drivers crashing on the dangerous mountain roads in the area. People believe the 
supernatural powers of the icon will bring tragedy to those who stole it. The loss of the 
Panagiahas has disturbed a profoundly superstitious, rural community. 

Thief steals urinal from city pub 

THE SUN, 5.01.07: Police are on the hunt for a thief who stole a urinal from a pub in 
Hampshire. The man is thought to have spent 40 minutes removing the white toilet bowl 
after ordering half a pint at the Royal Oak pub in Southampton. He then stuffed the urinal in 
a rucksack and left the pub making sure he wiped his fingerprints off the door as he went. 
But his exploits were caught on CCTV and after reviewing the tape landlord Alan Dreja 
handed it over to police. "It's unbelievable," said Mr Dreja, 46, who has been landlord at the 
Royal Oak in Houndwell Place for two years. His wife Suzie Dreja added: "We were stunned 
as he did it at about 5pm. He had wandered in and ordered half a pint of Fosters, took a few 
sips and went into the toilet a few times. It was clearly a very professional job".

Buffett donates $37bn to charity 

Billionaire investor Warren Buffett is to donate about 
$37bn - most of his vast personal fortune - to Bill Gates' 
charitable foundation. Mr Buffett will hand 10 million shares in 
his Berkshire Hathaway firm to the Bill and Melinda Gates 
Foundation. In a statement, Mr and Mrs Gates said they were 
"awed" by the donation, thought to be the largest charitable 
gift ever made in the United States. The foundation aims to 
fight disease and promote education around the world. 

"We are awed by our friend Warren Buffett's decision 
to use his fortune to address the world's most challenging 
inequities, and we are humbled that he has chosen to direct a large portion of it to the Bill 
and Melinda Gates Foundation," the couple's statement said. News of the donation comes 
shortly after Mr Gates announced he is to step away from his day-to-day role at software 
giant Microsoft. By July 2008 Mr Gates, the world's richest businessman, will concentrate 
on the foundation, which is currently worth just under $30bn. The size of the foundation's 
cash pile dwarfed that of other organisations, and compared it with the $12bn annual 
budget of the United Nations. Warren Buffett, known as "the sage of Omaha" for his 
relentless success in investments, is worth an estimated $44bn, according to Forbes 
magazine. As well as donating to the Gates foundation, he also pledged shares for his 
three children and a substantial gift for a foundation named for his late wife, Susan 
Thompson Buffett. He confirmed his decision in letters to the recipients, and said he 
would write a new will to ensure the money continues to be distributed after his death. 

Despite his huge wealth, Mr Buffett has modest tastes, likes cola and hamburger, plays 
the ukulele, and still lives in the same house he bought in his home town of Omaha, Nebraska, 
in 1957. He is a quiet, bespectacled man who exudes warmth and intelligence and no hint of 
arrogance. He makes the odd, sometimes awkward quip. Showmanship is not his style. His 
humour is understated. Born in Omaha, by the age of 17 he had made enough money from a 
paper round to buy agricultural land and rent it to farmers. He bought his first share before he 
reached his teens. As a boy, he set up a business renting pinball machines to local barbers. 
Money, plus wisdom, begat money. A lot of money. Today, he still goes to the local steakhouse, 
where I can attest that the steaks are very good indeed, though the dticor is not exactly fancy. 

It seems that money is not quite the point for Warren. It is not the spending that 
excites him. Dollars, with lots of zeros after them, are a kind of scoreboard of business 
success and that is what he enjoys. On top of that, money does give him access to a lot of 
people from presidents down, which he also enjoys. Throughout the festival, Warren Buffett 
expounds what seems, once he has said it, like an obvious truth: "We just look for good 
businesses run by sensible people at good prices". Simple enough, but it is not the common 
way in a financial world that gets gripped by fads like the internet boom which Warren 
shunned to much amusement then... and awe now. His style is more to identify companies 
which are basically sound, but undervalued - buy them - put in managers to improve them 
and watch the stock rise. He is in it for the long term. Investing for him is not about watching 
fancy charts and arcane ratios, but about the bricks and mortar of a business, literally. 

During his interview, Mr Buffett explained that the death of his wife Susan was one of 
the reasons behind his donation to the Gates Foundation, because he had thought she 
would outlive him and handle the dispersal of his wealth.

Nanotechnology - miracle of 21 st Century?

The term 'nanotechnology' encompasses a huge range 
of activities. 'Nano' is used in the world of science to mean 
one billionth. E.g. a nanometer is a billionth of a metre. A 
nanometer is only ten atoms across! So generally 
nanotechnology is used to mean technology at the nanometer 
level. Nanotechnology attempts to achieve something useful 
through the manipulation of matter at this level. 

To put it more formally, you can use the following 
definition: "Nanotechnologies are the design, characteri- 
zation, production and application of structures, devices 

and systems by controlling shape and size at nanometer scale." At such scales, the 
ordinary rules of physics and chemistry no longer apply. For instance, materials' 
characteristics, such as their colour, strength, conductivity and reactivity, can differ 
substantially between the nanoscale and the macro. Carbon 'nanotubes' are 100 times 
stronger than steel but six times lighter. 

History. Physicist Richard Feynman gave a lecture to the American Physical Society 
in 1959 which foresaw advantages from manufacturing on a very small scale - e.g. in 
integrated circuits for computers, for sequencing genes by reading DNA molecules and 
using machines to make other machines with increasing precision. However, the term 
'nanotechnology' was first used by Norio Taniguchi in 1974, in a talk about how the 
accuracy of manufacturing had improved over time. He referred to 'nanotechnology' as 
that which achieved greater dimensional accuracy than lOOnm. 

Feynman also envisaged machines that could pick up and place individual atoms. 
This development of this idea was later assisted by the invention of the scanning probe 
electron microscope (SPM) which allowed scientists to 'see' and manipulate the individual 
atoms in a surface. In 1989 one of the defining moments in nanotechnology occurred 
when Don Eigler used a SPM to spell out the letters IBM in xenon atoms. For the first 
time scientists could put atoms exactly where they wanted them. 

Molecular building blocks - Another great leap forward occurred in the shape of a 
new form of carbon. Harry Kroto from the University of Sussex, together with Richard 
Smalley and Robert Curl, discovered the carbon 60 molecule, which is shaped like a soccer 
ball. They named the molecular structure after the similarly shaped geodesic dome structure 
pioneered by the architect Buckminster Fuller. Unfortunately 'Buckminsterfullerene' is too 
long a name for most people and so they are often called 'Buckyballs'! 

There are two fundamentally different approaches to nanotechnology, termed 'top 
down' and 'bottom up'. 'Top-down' nanotechnology features the use of micro- and 
nano-lithography and etching. Here, small features are made by starting with larger 

materials (e.g. semi-conductors) and patterning and "carving 
down" to make nanoscale structures in precise patterns. 
Complex structures including microprocessors containing 
hundreds of millions of precisely positioned nanostructures can 
be fabricated. Of all forms of nanotechnology, this is the most 
well established. 

'Bottom-up', or molecular nanotechnology (MNT), applies 
to building organic and inorganic structures atom-by-atom, or 
molecule-by-molecule. Here we are using the forces of nature 
to assemble nanostructures - the term "self assembly" is often 
used. The self assembling properties of biological systems, such 
as DNA molecules, can be used to control the organization of 
species such as carbon nanotubes, which may ultimately lead 
to the ability to 'grow' parts of an integrated circuit, rather than having to rely upon 
expensive 'top-down' techniques. Nanotechnologies are widely seen as having huge 
potential in areas as diverse as healthcare, IT and energy storage. Governments and 
businesses across the world have started to invest substantially in their development. 
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However there are also concerns regarding the safety of nanotechnology. These 
range from the more fanciful (such as Eric Drexler's imagined scenario of a world reduced 
to "grey goo", caused by self-replicating nano-robots) to the more realistic (such as the 
possible dangers of foreign nano-particles entering human organs and the bloodstream).

Ever since John Dalton convinced the world of the existence of atoms in 1803, 
scientists have wanted to do things with them. Nanotechnology takes that ability on to 
a new plane and opens up all kinds of futuristic imaginings. Essentially, nanotech is 
manipulation at the molecular scale - distances that may cover just a few millionths of a 
millimetre. But its potential is not just about being able to miniaturise things. Indeed, 
scientists and engineers recognise that there are fundamental limits to pure 
miniaturisation. Working at a scale a million times smaller than a pinhead allows researchers 
to "tune" material properties, making them behave in different ways to normal, large- 
scale solids. This behaviour can be exploited in quite ground-breaking ways. 

Nature has been doing nanotechnology for a long time, and it has become expert in 
it. Consider the super-fine hairs on a gecko's feet which allow it to stick to walls and even 
hang upside down on a glass sheet. Learning from nature, nanotechnology promises 
humans ways of making systems that are smaller, lighter, stronger, more efficient, but 
cheaper to produce. "Nanotechnology is not a technology in its own right," explained 
Professor Mark Welland, head of the University of Cambridge Nanoscale Science Laboratory. 
"It is an enabling technology, so it will appear in many different products. It is already 
appearing in flash memory, computer chips, and it will increasingly be an enabling technology 
in other products like coatings, new types of sensors, especially in the medical area." 

It is expected to transform the performance of materials, like polymers, electronics, 
paints, batteries, sensors, fuel cells, solar cells, coatings, computers and display systems. In 
five years' time, batteries that only last three days will be laughable, said Professor Welland. 
Similarly, in 10 years' time, the way medical testing is done now will be considered crude. To 

say that in five years, an iPod will have 10 times its 
current storage capacity will be conservative, he said. 
In the not-so-distant future, a terabit of data - 
equivalent to 10 hours of fine quality uncompressed 
video - will be stored on an area the size of a postage 
stamp. Clearly, the devices themselves will not be 
nano-sized. But nanotechnology will play its part in 
shrinking components, and making them work 
together a lot more efficiently. Although nano-devices 
can be built atom by atom, it is not realistic as a 
manufacturing option because it is slow and 
thinks Professor John Ryan, head of the Bionanotechnology Centre at Oxford 
"One of the major scientific challenges in the years ahead is to understand the 
fundamental biological principles and apply them to produce new types of nanotechnology," 
he said. "Armed with these design rules it may then be possible to make new types of nano- 
device using materials that are more robust than bio-materials." 

The Royal Society and the Royal Academy of Engineering has looked at current and 
future developments in nanotechnology and has reported on whether it will require new 
controls. It is hoped that the report grounds some unrealistic scenarios, while recognising 
that real concerns need to be addressed with regulation. "The one fantastical idea that has

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dogged nanotechnology is the self-replicating machine, the 'grey goo', scenario," said Professor 
Welland. "That is simply too far off. The complexity of designing a molecular machine is bad 
enough, but if you try to imbue that with self-replication, you could not even put a toe in 
the water to design it." The scenario sees swarms of self-replicating robots, smaller than 
viruses, multiplying uncontrollably and devouring Earth. Eric Drexler, who many consider to 
be a "father of nanotechnology", has distanced himself from the idea, saying such self- 
replicating nanomachines are unlikely to be widespread. Similarly, fears over "green goo", 
the concern that self-replicating, nano-sized biological particles will move into human bodies 
and do unpredictable things, is scaremongering, thinks Professor Welland. 

Professor Ryan agrees: "These science fiction scenarios have not only diverted 
attention away from the real advantages of nanotechnology, but also from issues that 
do raise concern." Inhaled nanoparticles found in the bloodstream which have dispersed 
throughout the brain is a concern, he says. Whether this poses a health risk is not 
known. "If you look around at the moment in a big city, a 
significant proportion of material that you breathe in is 
already particulates - and a proportion of that is nano- 
sized, like diesel emissions," said Professor Welland. 

Nano-materials exploit unusual electrical, optical and other 
properties because of the very precise way in which their atoms 
are arranged. This means fabrics could change colour 
electronically. Exposing an army uniform to ultra-violet light 
could activate changes without undressing. But it is in medicine 
that nanotechnology offers the most remarkable advances, 
according to Professor Ryan. "Nanomedicine will provide earlier 
and better diagnostics and treatment will combine earlier and 
more precisely targeted drug delivery," he said. The possibility 
of individualised therapy is also on the horizon. Nanotechnology 
in the form of flexible films containing miniaturised electrodes 
is expected to improve the performance of retinal, cochlear 
and neural implants. And it could lead to the miniaturisation of medical diagnostic and sensing 
tools which could drive down costs of such kits for developing countries. In this respect, 
nanotechnology could enable developing nations to leapfrog older technologies, in the way 
that copper wire and optical fibre telephony were superseded by mobile phones. 

Industrial giants like GE are heavily involved in developing nanotechnology. "We think 
that the biggest breakthroughs in nanotechnology are going to be in the new materials that 
are developed," said Troy Kirkpatrick at GE Global Research. These include corrosion-resistant 
coatings to make hydro-electric turbines more efficient in heavily-silted waters, and nano- 
membrane water filters to make for faster filtration. GE is also studying the properties of 
nano-ceramics, which can offer extreme strength, while still being lightweight. Because of 
the molecular structure of such materials, nano-ceramic coatings on aircraft could make 
them 10% more efficient, so less energy is used, producing fewer emissions. 

GE Global Research is also looking to the electronics industry. "If you look at the chip 
makers of the world, the challenge they have is not to figure out how to make them faster. 
The problem is they run so fast, the chips generate too much heat and melt. They need 
better materials for heat management," said Mr Kirkpatrick. Using materials which exploit 
properties of nanoparticles, GE has developed chip adhesives that can transfer heat out of 
the processor system more efficiently. "It is a start, and it is to show nanotechnology is 
finding its way into production and is changing the way we are doing science," said Mr Kirkpatrick. 

Whatever nanotechnology does for the future, it will be an evolutionary process. One 
certainty is that there remains a plethora of uncertainties in the emerging field of 
nanotechnology. "Medical sensing is very attractive to everybody, but there could be a 
downside," explained Professor Welland. "If medical sensors become ubiquitous, our physical 
state could be monitored 24 hours a day, and if someone hacked into that data, there could 
be concerns." Which is indeed why regulation has to be addressed, but must not stifle 
nanotechnology's potential. "One of the important things for me is that it ultimately means 
the most efficient use of materials and processes, which means it does not have to benefit 
just the G8 nations," argued Professor Welland. "These sorts of materials, if they are able 
to do their job using less energy, should be available to everybody."

Leisure is the vital ingredient in Nordic success 

During Finland's six-month presidency of the European Union in 2006 hundreds of 
journalists visited the country. Many of them asked the same question: Why are the Nordic 
countries at the top of the world's competitive rankings? Now that Germany has taken over 

the EU presidency, it may be the right time to reveal the 
secret behind Nordic success. It is not about taxation. It is 
not about the public sector and absolutely nothing to do 
with the Scandinavian welfare model. It is all about culture. 
It is about the rise of the Protestant leisure ethic. 

Max Weber coined "the Protestant work ethic" more 
than 100 years ago. The idea was that the Protestant 
religion, especially Calvinism, played an important role in 
the development of capitalism. Succeeding in life was seen 
as a sign of being among God's chosen ones. Over the 
centuries working hard became a cultural norm and ceased 
to be connected to religion. Nordic countries - Denmark, 
Finland, Iceland, Sweden and Norway - are not Calvinist. 
Most of the people are Lutherans and they are not very religious, if you visit a local 
church during the Sunday service, it is likely to be almost empty. 

Neither do Nordic people work very hard these days. People in the five Nordic countries 
work fewer hours per year and fewer years per career than people in Japan, the US, Germany 
or almost any other place. Yet the Nordic countries have fared rather well: Finland, Denmark 
and Sweden are among the top five in global competitiveness rankings. The two laggards, 
Norway and Iceland, are among the top 15. So how can the Protestant work ethic help to 
explain the success of the Nordic countries? The answer is that citizens of the Nordic 
countries are as serious about leisure as they are about work. Having a good balance 
between life and work is considered as important as working hard once was. Nowadays, a 
good work-life balance is seen as a sign of being among the chosen ones. In other words, 
the Protestant work ethic has been complemented by the Protestant leisure ethic. 

The Nordic attitude to work and leisure becomes clear when one talks to foreigners 
working here. A recent study by researchers at the University of Tampere revealed that 
foreign information and communication technology workers in Finland considered a healthy 
balance between life and work to be the most appealing 
aspect of life in Finland. As one employee put it:"They 
actually expect you to leave work at four or 5pm!" But 
they also expect you to be efficient. There is considerably 
less small talk and socialising in Finnish work places than 
other countries. In Swedish offices, there is more talk. But 
it is not idle chit-chat. Conversation is aimed at building a 
consensus for future action. Not everyone goes home at 
5 p.m. Many Nordic professionals work long hours too. 
But working long hours is not the cultural norm it is in 
many other countries. The defining cultural norm is to be 
efficient at work and to leave ample time for recreation. 

According to a joint Finnish-Swedish survey commitment to leisure is strongest in Norway 
where "people will head for the mountains when they think sufficient time has been spent on a 
work-related problem whether the problem has been solved or not". Then again, the Norwegians 
can afford it. As one expert put it, "to create a perfect Nordic model, you take the Finnish 
school system, the Swedish pension system, flexicurity [flexible labour markets] from Denmark 
and oil and gas from Norway". The love of nature does not mean that Nordic people would be 
lackadaisical about work. Indeed, seriousness about work is the one part of the old Protestant 
work ethic that has not gone away even as people have started working shorter hours. 

How do we know that a good work-life balance is the key ingredient in the success of the 
Nordic countries? Well, we do not know that. Perhaps Nordic countries are doing well despite 
spending so much time with their families and hobbies. Perhaps working shorter hours is an 
early sign of eventual decay. But any way one looks at it, the Nordic countries have shown that 
it is possible to succeed without sacrificing long summer holidays and care-free weekends.

University of Cambridge, UK 

The University of Cambridge is the second oldest university 
in the UK and has a worldwide reputation for academic excellence 
both in teaching and research. Many of the University buildings 
are of historical or architectural interest, and the University's 
museums contain many rare, valuable and beautiful items. 
Graduates of the University have become famous in all fields of 
human endeavour, from science and engineering to economics 
and politics to film and television. 

The town of Cambridge originally took its name from the 
river on which it stood - the Granta. Through a convoluted 
process of evolution, the name 'Grontabricc' became 'Cambridge'. 
The presence of the eponymous bridge meant that Cambridge 
was already a thriving market town before the University appeared. 
In 1 209, a group of students fled Oxford - after they were attacked 
by hostile locals. Settling in Cambridge, they were joined by more 
like-minded individuals and in 1226 they set up a formal organisation, governed by a Chancellor, 
and began to teach grammar, logic, rhetoric, arithmetic, music, geometry and astronomy. 
Their new school received the blessing of King Henry III and the University of Cambridge was 
born. In the early days of the University, most of the teachers and students were connected 
with the Catholic Church and were therefore responsible to the local and national church 
authorities. During the 14th and 15th Centuries, the University gradually gained its 
independence from the church, with the Chancellor taking on both religious and civil duties. 

The University was also granted certain rights in relation to the townspeople of Cambridge, 
particularly market traders who were profiteering. This put some strain on the relationship 
between 'town and gown', which has been a source of varying degrees of conflict ever since. 
The earliest teaching sessions of the University were carried out in churches or private houses. 
This was obviously unsatisfactory, and so the University authorities began to establish buildings 
for its own use. Some of these early 'schools' still exist on the site known, appropriately, as 
the 'Old Schools'. The University also began to acquire buildings donated or paid for by 
wealthy sponsors. These became the first of the colleges of the University - semi-independent 
institutions that housed undergraduates and were also responsible for some of their teaching. 

In the 17th and 18th Centuries the University continued to expand and evolve, with 
subjects such as history, law and medicine being added to the traditional ones that had 
been offered previously. Despite these new subjects, teaching at the University became 
dominated by mathematics, possibly due to the influence of one Isaac Newton. This era also 
saw the establishment of institutions such as the University Press and the botanical gardens, 
together with significant enlargement of the University library. By the end of the 19th 
Century, radical changes had taken place in Cambridge, the most important of which was 
the setting up of Colleges for women. In 1921, women were permitted to attend the same 
lectures as male undergraduates and were also finally granted degrees. They were not, 
however, granted the 'privileges' that normally accompanied a degree - involvement in 
governing the University, for example - until 1947. 

After World War II, the University grew rapidly as new departments were set up and 
new subjects were introduced, fuelled by the University's reputation in scientific research. 
University facilities continued to develop, with further expansion of the library. More colleges 
were added to the University, including New Hall (for women), Churchill, Robinson and 
Fitzwilliam, as well as Homerton, which specialises in undergraduate and post-graduate 
teacher training. By the late 1970s and early 1980s, the older colleges had started to 
accept women members, with the last men-only College - Magdalene - finally admitting 
women in 1988. Girton, which had started as a women's college, admitted men in 1979, 
leaving Newnham, New Hall and Lucy Cavendish as the only all-women colleges left today. 

Undergraduates at Cambridge sit what are known as 'Tripos' exams. The name comes 
from a three-legged stool that was once used at graduation ceremonies. A senior graduate 
would sit on the stool and read poetry to entertain those graduating. The names of the new 
graduates were printed on the back of the poems. Eventually, the examinations themselves, 
firstly in mathematics and later in all other subjects, came to be known as the Tripos.

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Each Tripos consists of a Part I and a Part II (and occasionally a Part III) and a student 
must pass both parts to gain a degree. Unlike many other universities, where the final grade of 
the degree is based on scores throughout the three years, a Cambridge grade is based purely 
on the score in the Part II. This system means that it is theoretically possible (however unlikely) 
for students to do almost no work for two and a half years, cram like mad for the finals, and 
come out with a first class degree. One of the advantages 
of the Tripos system is the flexibility it allows - a student 
does not have to do their Part I and Part II in the same 
subject. This is a great bonus if you find you are doing the 
wrong course. Scientists in Cambridge (referred to as 
Natural Scientists or 'NatScis') have a particularly flexible 
course, choosing several subjects from an extensive list 
and only really specialising in the third year. 

Every level of sport is represented at Cambridge, 
from the no-hopers to the international athletes. 
Admittedly, many of the international athletes have been 
dragged into graduate colleges on the flimsy pretext of some post-graduate course simply 
to strengthen the University rugby or rowing squads for the 'Varsity match'. All 'sports' 
played at Cambridge and Oxford, even the likes of tiddleywinks and ballroom dancing, 
generally have their own Varsity match. When people refer to 'The Varsity Match', however, 
they are talking about rubgy union. The match is played in December at Twickenham, the 
home of English rugby, and is really just an excuse for lots of ex-Oxbridge 'City'-types to 
have a day off from work. In 2005, the 124th Varsity Match was won 31-16 by Cambridge. 

Today, Cambridge is a strange mixture of its long and distinguished past, and the attributes 
of a modern university. Contrary to popular opinion, it is not full of over-privileged 'toffs' 
wasting three years at Mummy and Daddy's expense. Nor is it full of athletes doing 'easy' 
courses simply so they can represent the University in some sport or other. Cambridge does, 
however, have a very high proportion of students from private schools - 48%, compared with 
the total school population of 6% in private schools - although sadly this is simply an accurate 
reflection of the percentages of students who apply to the University. The authorities and 
student bodies are working hard to address this and to ensure that the most academically 
gifted students are attracted to Cambridge, regardless of their school or financial background. 
Teaching in Cambridge is often rated as some of the best in Britain, if not the world. 
As with any academic institution, of course, the quality varies. While being surrounded by 
some of the most respected researchers in any particular field has its advantages, they are 
not always the best people to communicate their subject. There is also a subset of lecturers 
who feel that students are an irritation that gets in the way of their ground-breaking 

research. The teaching also varies from College to College 
and can at times feel like pot luck. Often, the best teaching 
is carried out by post-graduate students who have a genuine 
enthusiasm for their subject and, importantly, can still 
remember what it is like to be an undergraduate. 

Social life at Cambridge tends to revolve around the 
individual Colleges. Each College has its own bar and some 
hold regular events. There is, at the time of writing, no central 
undergraduate facility, although every Union committee since 
the year dot has tried to change this. Cambridge is a quiet place and is not overly-blessed with 
what might be termed 'nightlife'. London is, however, only a 1-hour train journey away. 

Being a very traditional institution, Cambridge comes with a number of rules and regulations 
that appear to date from a different era, although these can vary from College to College. For 
example, students are not permitted to have a boyfriend/girlfriend stay in their room overnight. 
Students are also expected to sign an 'exeat' if they wish to spend one or more nights away 
from Cambridge during term time. Admittedly, these rules are not enforced particularly strictly, 
but students may find themselves facing a small fine if they are caught breaking the rules. 
Cambridge is certainly not to everyone's taste, both as a city and as a University, but if you can 
put up with the sometimes stuffy tradition, odd rules that could be seen as Draconian, and the 
occasional irritating minor aristocrat, it can a beautiful place in which to live and study.

The World's Most Beautiful Woman 

Who is the most beautiful woman in the world? 
Half a century ago, Hollywood would have presented 
her to us. Grace Kelly, Ingrid Bergman or perhaps 
Elizabeth Taylor. But today? Correspondent Bob Simon 
reports the woman who currently holds the title, at 
least according to thousands of Web sites, Internet 
polls and even Julia Roberts, is someone you've 
probably never heard of. Her name is Aishwarya Rai, 
and she is an actress living and working in Bombay, 
India. The reigning queen of Indian cinema, and also a 
classically trained dancer, Rai has starred in 24 films over the last seven years. 

Bollywood, India's film capital, is famous for churning out more movies a year than 
Hollywood. Three new films are produced and distributed worldwide every day, attracting a 
global audience of 5 billion people. That's twice the reach of Hollywood. The reason Bollywood 
films have such universal appeal is because they're squeaky-clean. There are no sex scenes, 
not even kissing. Every time you think someone's going to do it, they'll burst into song 
instead. "I'd assume that's really a reflection of our society," Rai says, when asked to 
explain the films' modesty. "Of course people kiss and of course people have a very healthy 
love life. This is the land of the Kama Sutra. But nevertheless, in our society you don't really 
see people around the street corner kissing or being extremely, overtly, physically 
demonstrative publicly. They do it privately but not publicly." 

Unlike some of her Hollywood counterparts, Rai's very much like the women she portrays: 
wholesome, dutiful and deeply religious. So much so, she insisted we visit her favorite temple 
for this interview. At the temple, Rai started attracting more worshippers than Lord Ganesh. 
She says being treated as sort of a goddess in this way, "makes me feel guilty. I'll be very 
honest. When there's a distraction at the place of worship I kind get a bit guilty. And I kind of 
say, 'Lord, forgive me. This isn't intended. "'Despite the attention, Rai says she doesn't think 
much about the way she looks. "I am really OK with the way I look, It's fine," she says. "All this 
is transient. I mean, it's really, you know, it changes with time, and that's the external." 

Rai never dreamt of being an actress. She grew up in a strict middle-class home, the 
daughter of a merchant marine and a writer. She was an "A" student on track to becoming an 
architect, until the "Miss World" pageant came along. She 
entered because, she says, she wanted to change the way 
the world sees India. At age 21 , Rai became Miss World. It 
didn't take long after that for her to become the brightest 
star in Bollywood. Now 30, she's still a traditional Indian 
girl - which, by the way, means she still lives with her 
parents. "By virtue of my job, I'm traveling," she explains. 
"You get to spend very little time with your family. We 
hardly get to meet each other except on the one odd day 
we really get to spend time, have dinner together. And 
that's rare, and we cherish it." 

Still, Rai considers herself an independent woman, and 
she doesn't have anything to prove. She's an astute 
businesswoman who negotiates her own contracts, including 
endorsements for L'Oreal, Coca-Cola and DeBeers diamonds. 
She is not only one of the wealthiest women in India, but Time magazine named her one of the 
100 most influential people on the planet. When she's seen in new clothes, it invariably sparks 
a new fashion trend. Choosing what to wear, she says, is not so much about caring as it is, 
"just about being open to life and trying different things out." 

"Someone said to me this week that you are a Greek goddess with the soul of an 
Indian. What is the finest complement you have ever received? The one that touched you 
the most," Simon asks Rai. "Well, when people call me real. I love it. And it has a lot of 
meaning," says Rai. "It means a lot to me and it's touching. People would see that and 
acknowledge it." And one last question — one that every man watching is going to want to 
know. Does she have a steady boyfriend? "That's for the autobiography," says Rai, laughing.

Doomsday vision of global warming 

In 600 pages, Sir Nicholas Stern spells out a bleak vision 
of a future gripped by violent storms, rising sea-levels, 
crippling droughts and economic chaos unless urgent action 
is taken to tackle global warming. His heavyweight review - 
which is broken down into six parts containing 27 separate 
chapters - stresses that any delay will leave the world in 
"dangerous territory". There is now "overwhelming" evidence 
that shows "climate change is a serious and urgent issue" 
and has been created by man's actions. It now "threatens 
the basic elements of life for people around the world - access to water, food production, 
health and use of land and the environment". Temperatures are expected to rise by between 
2 C and 5 C — an increase on the same scale as the last Ice Age — though the increase 
could be as high as 10 C by 2100 if greenhouse gas emissions continue at current levels. 

The changes will see the area affected by "extreme drought" soar from one per 
cent of the world's land mass to around 30 per cent. In other areas, there will be 
widespread flooding and more intense storms. "The risk of abrupt and large-scale changes 
in the climate system will rise." Sea levels could rise by up to 12 metres over the next 
few centuries. The severity of the impact requires "strong and urgent global action to 
reduce greenhouse-gas emissions". There will also need to be "major action to adapt to 
the consequences that now cannot be avoided". By 2100, an extra 250,000 children a 
year will die in the poorest countries as a result of climate change, while up to 220 million 
more people could fall below the $2 a day poverty line. A temperature rise of just 1 C to 
2 C could lead to the extinction of between 15 and 40 per cent of all species. 

Rising sea levels will threaten countries like Bangladesh but also some of the biggest 
cities, including London, New York, Tokyo and Shanghai. Ocean acidification could destroy 
fish stocks, crop failure will leave hundreds of millions at risk of starvation and up to 200 
million people will be displaced by rising sea levels, floods and drought. It is already too 
late to avoid many of the problems facing people in the Third World. "Strong and early 
migration is the only way to avoid some of the more severe impacts," the report warns. 
The world's richest countries will suffer with more hurricanes and floods. Climate change 
could cost between five and 20 per cent of global GDP. 

Greenhouse gas levels have increased steadily since the Industrial Revolution from 
280 parts per million C02 to 430 ppm but the process has accelerated in recent years. 
"Very strong reductions in carbon emissions" are needed to ensure they are cut by 25 per 

cent by 2050 and "ultimately to less than one fifth of today's 
levels. "The goal is to stabilise levels at 550 ppm, though 
existing fossil fuel stocks could take C02 levels beyond 750 
ppm, "with very dangerous consequences". Early action is 
vital to stabilise greenhouse gas levels. This will require 
moves to ensure the price of goods and services reflect 
their "full costs" to the environment, as well as the greater 
use of new low-carbon technologies. 

Carbon pricing must be at the core of any policy. 
Governments must put an "appropriate price on carbon, 
through taxes, trading or regulation" - and encourage people to buy low-carbon goods and 
services. There must also be an expansion of carbon trading schemes to give industry and 
business financial incentives to reduce emissions. At the same time, governments and the 
private sector need to step up investment in new technology to reduce greenhouse gas 
emissions. The report calls for a five-fold increase in incentives for "low emission technologies". 
This will involve alternative ways to produce electricity, new forms or transport and other 
low-carbon energy sources. Increases in greenhouse gases mean countries must adapt to 
cope with the "unavoidable impacts of climate change to which the world is already committed". 
This could include, for example, farmers switching to more climate-resistant crops. However, 
this type of adaptation will only have a limited effect and "mute the impacts" of global 
warming. It must exist alongside strong and ambitious policies to reduce emissions.

What is the Hajj? 

The Hajj is one of the pillars of Islam, which every adult 
Muslim must undertake at least once in their life if they can 
afford it and are physically able. Every year about two million 
Muslims converge on Mecca - the holiest place in Islam - to 
take part in an event which combines piety and passion. Many 
Muslims save for years in order to perform the pilgrimage. 

They often have to travel thousands of miles. Then, 
once they arrive, they must brave vast crowds and the fierce 
heat of the desert as they perform the Hajj rituals. Circling the 
Kaaba in the Great Mosque in Mecca is part of the ritual. The Hajj takes place over five days. 
For the host country, Saudi Arabia, the event has a special importance. Saudi rulers are 
acutely conscious of their responsibility as custodians of the Muslim holy places. The sheer 
number of pilgrims poses formidable problems. In recent years hundreds have died as a 
result of demonstrations, fires, stampedes - or just sunstroke and exhaustion. The Saudi 
authorities have introduced a quota system to keep down the numbers of pilgrims. They 
have also tried, and failed, to keep politics out of the Hajj. 

In 1987 hundreds of pilgrims were killed in clashes between the Saudi security forces 
and Iranian-led demonstrators. 2006: 345 die in a crush during a stone-throwing ritual 
2004: 251 trampled to death in stampede 2003: 14 are crushed to death 2001: 35 die in 
stampede 1998: At least 118 trampled to death 1997: 343 pilgrims die and 1,500 injured in 
fire 1994: 270 killed in stampede 1990: 1,426 pilgrims killed in tunnel leading to holy sites. 

The Hajj step by step: To carry out the pilgrimage rituals a pilgrim needs to be in a 
state of Ihram - a special state of ritual purity. A pilgrim does this by making a statement 
of intention to perform the Hajj, wearing special white clothes (which are also called 
Ihram), and obeying certain regulations. During the Hajj, pilgrims are forbidden to: 
engage in marital relations, shave or cut their nails, use cologne or scented oils, kill or 
hunt anything, fight or argue, women must not cover their faces, even if they would do 
so in their home country, men may not wear clothes with stitching. Once in Mecca 
pilgrims enter the Great Mosque and walk seven times round the Kaaba (a cube-like 
building in the centre of the mosque) in an anti-clockwise direction. This is known as 
Tawaf. Pilgrims also run seven times along a passageway in the Great Mosque, 
commemorating a search for water by Hajar, wife of the Prophet Abraham. 

DAY 1: FIRST STEP. Pilgrims travel to Mina on 8 Dhul Hijjah (a date in the Islamic 
calendar) and remain there until dawn the next morning. DAY 2: STANDING AT ARAFAT. 
Pilgrims then travel to the valley of Arafat and stand in the open praising Allah and 
meditating. At the end of the day, pilgrims travel to Muzdalifa where they spend the night. 
Pilgrims gather up stones to use the next day. DAY 3: STONING THE DEVIL. In the 
morning, pilgrims return to Mina and throw seven stones at pillars called Jamaraat. These 
represent the devil. The pillars stand at three spots where Satan is believed to have 
tempted the Prophet Abraham. Pilgrims sacrifice an animal (usually a sheep or goat). This 
commemorates the incident related in the Old Testament when the Prophet Abraham was 
about to sacrifice his son and God accepted a sheep instead. Nowadays many pilgrims pay 
someone to slaughter the animal on their behalf. Pilgrims shave their heads or cut some 
hair from it and return to the Great Mosque at Mecca for a further Tawaf, walking around 
the Kaaba. They then return to Mina, where they spend the night. DAYS 4 & 5. Pilgrims 
spend time in Mina, stoning the pillars each day. If a pilgrim has been unable to return to 
Mecca to walk around the Kaaba, he or she does so on the fourth or fifth day.

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French fury over English language 

THE STATE, 9.02.07: French pressure groups have demanded an end to the dominance 
of the English language in business in France. A group of trades unions and language 
lobbyists say the French language is being reduced to a local dialect. They have organised a 
press conference in parliament to demand the right to work solely in French. One campaigner 
has dubbed the battle to preserve the supremacy of the French language as a fight against 
"linguistic hegemony" of English. "We can no longer tolerate this," said Albert Salon. "We are 
not against influences of one language by another, or the occasional borrowing of words, 
but now there is a wholesale substitution of the French language for English." 

He said in many companies it had become standard practice for native French speakers 
to use English even among themselves and French scientists were forced to publish their 
research, in English, in leading US journals. "We have nothing against the Brits or the 
Americans," Mr Salon said. "But we simply cannot accept that our language is reduced to a 
local dialect - we are protesting against this linguistic hegemony!". A recent survey showed 
that seven percent of French firms used English as their main language and multinational 
companies often sent e-mails in English to their French employees. President Jacques Chirac 
is one of the most ardent supporters of those who wish to protect the French language - 
he once walked out of a meeting in Brussels when a Frenchman began his speech in English. 

Millions bathe at Hindu festival 

THE WEEK, 18.02.07: Several million Hindus have taken 
part in day one of the Ardh Kumbh festival in northern 
India to bathe at Sangam, the confluence of the Ganges 
and Jamuna holy rivers. Rituals began at daybreak - Hindus 
believe the holy dip washes away sins. The festival, held 
every 12 years, is one of the world's largest gatherings. 

A city of tents will house an expected 60 million pilgrims 
over the next six weeks from India and overseas. Groups of 
holy men - some smeared with ash, some dressed in bright 
saffron robes and some totally naked - held colourful 
processions on their way to the river bank to lead the dawn dip. Hundreds of thousands of 
men, women and children then jumped into the water as the festival began, despite cold winds 
and fog. "Initially, I felt some cold. But one dip and the cold was gone," said Ram Upadhaya, a 
retired government official. "Controlling crowds will be our top priority as we are expecting up to 
10 million people here on Wednesday itself," he told the French news agency AFP. 

The festival got off to a smooth start with more than three million people estimated 
to have bathed in the first six hours of the day. A huge tented city capable of housing two 
million devotees has been erected close by, as well as 25,000 toilets to cope with the 
influx. Around 20,000 police have been deployed to control crowds, amid fears of stampedes. 
Senior superintendent of police say the number of people coming will differ from day to 
day, with much larger numbers bathing on particularly auspicious days. "Security has 
been tightened around the festival grounds and our policemen would mill around in plain 
clothes and some will be deployed dressed as holy men at strategic points," he said. 

According to Hindu mythology, gods and demons fought a celestial war over a 
pitcher (called a kumbh) of divine nectar. Allahabad is one of the four towns where drops 
of nectar fell during the battle. The war lasted 12 divine days and so a full Kumbh 
festival is held every 12 years, the last being in 2001. 

Parrot's oratory stuns scientists 

(BBC): The finding of a parrot with an almost unparalleled power to communicate 
with people has brought scientists up short. The bird, a captive African grey called N'kisi, 
has a vocabulary of 950 words, and shows signs of a sense of humour. He uses words in 
context, with past, present and future tenses, and is often inventive. He invents his own 
words and phrases if he is confronted with novel ideas with which his existing repertoire 
cannot cope - just as a human child would do. N'kisi's remarkable abilities feature in the 
latest Wildlife Magazine. He is believed to be one of the most advanced users of human 
language in the animal world. About 100 words are needed for half of all reading in 
English, so if N'kisi could read he would be able to cope with a wide range of material.

Path to true happiness 'revealed' 

Adrian White from the University of Leicester in the 
UK used the responses of 80,000 people worldwide to map 
out subjective wellbeing. 1st - Denmark, 2nd - Switzerland, 
3rd - Austria, 4th - Iceland, 5th - The Bahamas, 23rd - 
USA, 41st - UK, 90th - Japan, 178th - Burundi. A nation's 
level of happiness was most closely associated with health 
levels. Wealth and education were the next strongest 
determinants of national happiness. 

Mr White, who is an analytic social psychologist at the 
university, said: "When people are asked if they are happy 
with their lives, people in countries with good healthcare, a 
higher GDP per captia, and access to education were much 

more likely to report being happy." He acknowledged that these measures of happiness 
are not perfect, but said they were the best available. A recent survey found that 8 1 % 
of the population think the government should focus on making us happier rather than 
wealthier. It is worth remembering that the UK is doing relatively well in this area, coming 
41st out of 178 nations. He said he was surprised to see countries in Asia scoring so 
low, with China 82nd, Japan 90th and India 125th, because these are countries that are 
thought as having a strong sense of collective identity which other researchers have 
associated with well-being. It is also notable that many of the largest countries in terms 
of population do quite badly. He said: "The frustrations of modern life, and the anxieties 
of the age, seem to be much less significant compared to the health, financial and 
educational needs in other parts of the world." If getting rich makes us happy, then why 
don't countries as a whole get happier as they grow wealthier? Let's try to find it out. 

And one thing they have discovered is that money tends to make us happier, says Lord 
Layard author of the book Happiness. Now comes the hitch: when a whole society gets richer, 
there is no overall increase in happiness. Instead, rich Western societies are plagued with high 
levels of depression and envy. Are you happy? Really, truly happy? Are you satisfied earning 
one million dollars if your neighbour rakes in two million? Money may make you happier, says 
Lord Layard, but when you judge your wealth (and thus your happiness) you measure it 
against the people around you. Even worse: Western societies make this "terrible error" of 
telling people they should work ever harder to compete. Only higher taxes can force people to 
stop competing and restore a healthy, happy work-life balance. The lesson: pay high taxes, 
don't work yourself to death, and live happily ever after. 

Not so, argues another specialist. People quickly get used to their wealth, just as 
they get used to their own beauty. As a result, having tons of money won't make you 
happy, and as proof there are plenty of unhappy rich kids. Instead we should take a 
Greek lesson: never was his home country happier than after Greece won the European 
Football Championship and hosted the Olympics last year. The lesson: play football, and 
"don't try to fix happiness with taxes or wealth". 

But being an achiever and rising out of poverty surely must bring happiness, argues 
Richard Gelfond. And once you are rich you can afford the "creature comforts" that make 
life pleasant and happy. The lesson: "wealth plays a bigger factor in being happy than we all 
would like to admit. "In surveys, people consistently give three reasons for their personal 
happiness: wealth, family and health. The lesson: "we can use increased wealth to create 
happiness," but if we aren't happy yet, we just don't go about it the right way. Forget 
money entirely, says N'Dour. "There is plenty of happiness in Senegal, even though its 
people are not wealthy at all. Just see the joy that music and entertainment can bring to the 
boys in the poorest parts of Dakar." The audience is not convinced. "What about values?"... 
"Why are deeply religious people usually so much happier?"... What is the source of 
happiness? Maybe happiness is like a forest that from time to time needs a fire - or suffering 
- to grow happily? Happiness is relative. It comes with the balance between aspirations/ 
expectations and realities of life. Imbalance between these factors leads to unhappiness. 
Money doesn't always bring happiness but at least you can be miserable in comfort!

Lobster's snappy return of wallet 

THE NATURE, 12.05.07: A Plymouth man is celebrating the snappy return of his wallet after 
it was found being clutched by a lobster. The wallet was lost when Paul Westlake, 30, took a swim in 
Plymouth Sound with his brother after drinking in a pub. It was handed in a few days later to Mr 
Westlake's hairdresser by a diver who had caught the lobster and 
found the creature firmly grasping it. But he will be unable to thank 
the lobster who hung on to his wallet as it has now been eaten. 

The wallet vanished when Mr Westlake was swimming 
with his 31 -year-old brother, Paul Westlake. It came to light 
again when the diver got in touch with the Associates 
hairdressing salon in Plymouth, which Mr Westlake uses. The 
diver, whose identity so far remains a mystery, handed the 
wallet in to the salon after finding a salon business card among 
the contents. Mr Westlake collected it and found that the bank 
cards in it still worked despite immersion in sea water and the 
crush the lobster had on it. He said he had never eaten a 
lobster and now never would, and that he intended to keep 
the wallet because its return was a good luck omen. 

After being reunited with the wallet via the salon, Mr 
Westlake, also said he wanted to meet and thank the diver. 
Paul Westlake's mother said the family was very surprised 
after the wallet was recovered. "We actually thought it was a joke when he rang. He said 
it was found in the claw of a lobster." She said: "I didn't believe it in the first place." 

A little bit later a 1 6-year-old boy has caught a giant lobster during a fishing competition 
off the Kent coast. The 11 lb 3oz (5kg) crustacean was netted off the coast of Dover by 
Louie Smith from Deal and experts believe it could be up to 50 years old. Louie's father, 
Brian, said his son was very eager and went fishing at every opportunity he got. He always 
made big catches when he was out fishing. That lobster was "exceptionally large". 

Louie, a trainee carpenter, did not win first place in the competition because the rules 
did not allow crustaceans. Instead he came second thanks to landing a big fish. Once the 
lobster was weighed it was returned to the sea. Lobsters can grow to large sizes if they 
occupy areas of the seabed which are protected by wrecks or escape intensive fishing. 

According to the Guinness World Records, the heaviest marine crustacean to be 
found was an American or North Atlantic lobster which weighed 44lb 6oz (20.14kg). It 
was discovered off the east coast of North America in 1977. 

'Cannibals' confess in Mozambique 

THE DAILY NEWS, 24.03.07: A husband and wife in Mozambique face multiple 
charges after confessing to exhuming corpses to eat the flesh and powdered bones, say 
police. They were arrested in the western village of Vanduzi last weekend in possession 
of human organs. In a confession, the couple said that eating human flesh strengthened 
their power to heal people. Gorongosa district police say they are still investigating the 
case in an area where belief in witchcraft is strong. Police commander, Jose Cumbe, said 
that it was the first case of self-confessed cannibalism he had uncovered since he began 
working in Gorongosa two years ago. The husband, 50-year-old Neva Mafunga said he 
had been eating human flesh for more than 20 years. His 34-year-old wife, Nhanvura 
Faera, said she began eating human flesh on the orders of her husband.

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India tightens child labour laws 




A new law in India bans children under 14 from 
working as domestic servants or on food stalls. It also 
prevents children from working in teashops, restaurants, 
spas, hotels, resorts and other recreational centres. PM 
Manmohan Singh has urged Indians to support his 
government's efforts to end child labour. People found 
breaking the law could face two years in prison. India has 
more than 12.6 million child workers, many of whom are 
employed in the food and hospitality sector. 

In his appeal, on the eve of the law coming into 
force Mr Singh said: "Our nation has solemnly pledged that children in our country are 
not engaged in any form of work at the cost of their right to education. As a major step 
in this direction, I call upon each one of you to stop employing children as workers and 
actively encourage children to join schools." The prime minister warned that "the 
government will take firm action against those violating the law. 

Officials say the ban on employing children in homes and roadside food stalls will affect 
255,000 children. But activists say these numbers could be as high as 20 million. The 
committee, while recommending the ban, warned that children under 14 were vulnerable to 
physical, mental and even sexual abuse. Mr Srivastava said that anyone found violating the 
ban would be penalised under the Child Labour Prohibition and Regulation Act of 1986. 

Punishment could range from a jail term of three months to two years and/or a fine of 
10,000 to 20,000 rupees ($225 to $450). But child rights activists are sceptical about the 
effectiveness of the ban. They point out that although India bans the use of young workers 
in hazardous industries, thousands of children continue to work in firecracker and matchstick 
factories or are involved in carpet-weaving, embroidery or stitching footballs. They say the 
laws have remained ineffective in curbing child labour. Many parents say crippling poverty 
forces them to send their children, sometimes as young as five or six, to work in other 
people's homes or in factories. Most of these children are made to work in unhealthy 
conditions for long hours and paid poorly. 

Dhiraj Kumar is staring at an uncertain future. Until two days ago, he worked at a 
tea stall at the Indian capital, Delhi's, biggest bus station ISBT. His 12-hour shift began at 
nine in the night. He made tea, washed pots and pans and glasses, and served the 
customers. For his work, he was paid 50 rupees (a little more than $1) a day. On the days 
business was bad, he was paid less, with the promise that the balance would come 
tomorrow. And, says Dhiraj, tomorrow seldom comes. When a glass was stolen from the 
tea shop, he was held responsible and sacked. Dhiraj tells me he is 14 years old. I tell him 
he looks younger. "I was born in July 1992. You do the maths," he insists. Ashraf, who 
works with him, says when he met Dhiraj last month, he said he was 13. 

An Indian government ban on children working as domestic servants or in roadside food 
stalls soon comes into effect. Their exploitation goes unreported and unnoticed inside the 
closed confines of homes and food stalls, where they have been earning a living and have 
some sort of shelter. Rita Panicker says most of the working children come from five Indian 
states. Unless these "source" states are involved, any move to ban child labour is bound to 
fail. "The ban has come without any prior planning for restoration and rehabilitation of children 
who will be affected. It is ridiculous to think that announcing a ban alone will end child abuse 
and exploitation," she says. India already has laws in place to protect children and bans the 
use of young workers in several hazardous industries, but they remain largely ineffective. 
Factories employing children around the country are raided regularly and children are "rescued" 
and paraded before the media. Almost 90 to 95% of these rescued children come back to 
work, most of them are actually worse off. Many end up being sold or trafficked." 

Considering that bans and raids in the past have failed to work, most activists say the 
latest ban is unlikely to have any effect. Ashraf, who visited the ISBT just two days ago, 
says he saw at least 40 children working in the food stalls here. Today, they are all missing. "He 
has gone home," is the common response when we inquire about the children. So most of 
the children are waiting for the dust to settle, after which they will come back. For, as Dhiraj 
says, they really have no alternative.

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Korea puts its bunny where its mouth is 

THE DAILY NEWS, 12.01.07: North Korea, the communist state 
which suffers severe food shortages, has handed a contract to a 
German man to supply it with his award-winning giant rabbits for 
the table. German pensioner Karl Szmolinsky was contacted by the 
North Korean embassy in Berlin after attracting attention for breeding 
his country's largest rabbit - a dog-sized beast weighing 23lb. 

Officials visited Mr Szmolinsky, of Eberswalde, to see how 
big his Germany Gray Giants, which he normally sells to other 
breeders, really were. Suitably impressed, he was offered a supply 
contract on the spot. Eight females and four males bought for 
about £60 each and were shipped to North Korea a few weeks 
later. "They want to boost meat production," Mr Szmolinsky was 
reported as saying. "They've arranged for me to go to Pyongyang 
in April to advise them on setting up a breeding farm." 

Mr Szmolinsky, who breeds an annual nest of up to 80 of 
the animals, said he wasn't sure how many more they would 
want afterwards. One of the Gray Giants yields up to 151b of 
meat, enough to feed a large family. However, it is yet to seen 
how poor North Korea, which suffers from acute shortages of grain and other staples, will 
be able to feed them. The animals are voracious eaters. 

Wanted Italian seized in Brazil 

(CNN): A former Italian revolutionary, wanted in Italy in connection with four murders, 
has been arrested in Brazil. Cesare Battisti, who used to belong to a left-wing extremist 
group, went into hiding in France in 2004, after France agreed to extradite him to Italy. 
Battisti, 52, had made a successful career as a crime writer after escaping from prison in Italy 
in 1981. He was granted asylum in France in 1990 by then President Francois Mitterrand. He 
was one of several Italian militants given sanctuary in France in return for renouncing violence. 

A former member of the Armed Proletarians for Communism, Mr Battisti was convicted 
in absentia by an Italian court and sentenced to life in prison in 1990 for the murders of a 
prison guard and a butcher in the 1970s. Battisti is also accused of being an accomplice in two 
other murders, including the killing of a police officer. He was arrested in his hotel room in Rio 
de Janeiro on Sunday morning in a joint operation by Italian, French and Brazilian police. The 
Italian Prime Minister, Romano Prodi, has called his interior minister to express huge satisfaction 
at what he described as a "brilliant operation" that had led to Battisti's arrest. Battisti has 
always protested his innocence. In a book published in France last year he said: "I am guilty of 
carrying a weapon, but I've never shot anyone." 




Police hold v insane v train thief 



THE SUNDAYTIMES, 9.01.07: The authorities in the 
Pakistani city of Karachi have accused an "insane person" 
of stealing a train engine and then driving it through two 
stations. They say that the actions of the man very nearly 
caused a major accident, as he was only yards away from 
colliding with a crowded passenger train. Police have now 
remanded the man for three days in custody. He has 
been identified as Madan, a resident of Hyderabad, a city 
about 160km east of Karachi. 

The railway engine was stolen from a marshalling yard 
near Karachi after its driver and fireman left it to have tea. The accused man, Madan, drove the 
engine 30km towards Karachi and did not stop at two stations in between. A passenger train, 
plying the same railway track, was stopped at the main Karachi cantonment railway station to 
avoid a major accident. Madan was immediately arrested by police. "God helped us avert a 
major human disaster," said a police spokesman. They say that it appears he wanted to ram the 
stolen engine into the passenger train. Police say that that the accused man is over 50 years 
old, and had "responded incoherently" during questioning. They are confident he is insane.

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Ludwig van Beethoven - Pianist and Composer 

Ludwig van Beethoven is generally considered among 
musicians to be the greatest composer that ever lived. 
Beethoven produced a huge amount of music, most of it 
ground-breaking, including piano sonatas, concertos, 
symphonies and string quartets. 

Born in 1770, in Bonn, Germany, he always fancied that 
he was of noble blood, because he took the 'van' in his name 
to be a corruption of 'von', the normal prefix in Germany for 
the nobility. In fact, his ancestors were Flemish, where Van' 
just means 'from the family of and does not indicate nobility. 

Beethoven's father was an alcoholic who was 
determined to bring up his child as a musical prodigy, like 
Mozart. Young Ludwig studied piano at an early age but 
showed no special talent, for which he was beaten by his 
father. With adolescence, his musical abilities came to the 
fore. He studied under Christian Neefe, the court organist in Bonn, and got the job of 
Deputy Court Organist at the age of 12. When he was 18, his mother died. His father 
started drinking heavily and became unable to support the family. It was up to Ludwig to 
provide an income, which he did by playing the piano and the viola, giving music lessons 
and various other jobs associated with music. He also composed a few small pieces. 

One of his compositions impressed the composer Haydn so much that he offered to 
teach Beethoven. In 1792, at the age of 22, Beethoven left Bonn for Vienna, Austria, where 
he lived for the rest of his life. In Vienna, Beethoven had lessons from Haydn and Salieri. He 
supported himself with the help of aristocratic patrons. He made his performing debut in 
1795, playing one of his own compositions, the Piano Concerto No 2, as well as a piano 
concerto by Mozart. The Viennese public loved him and he never had any problems with 
money as a result. His compositions from this time are nearly all piano pieces. 

Before he was even 30, Beethoven started to notice that he was losing his hearing, surely 
the greatest tragedy for a performer and composer. By the time he was 32, it was obvious he 
would not be able to continue as a virtuoso performer. He started to devote all his time to 
composition; with his wonderful musical memory, he could still hear the music in his head. By 
the age of 49, he was totally deaf, and all conversations had to be written down for him. 

Beethoven developed a reputation for having a furious temper and being an unlikable 
character. He apologises for this in his personal writings, saying it was due to the torment 
of his deafness. Nevertheless, the poet and dramatist Goethe described him as: ... an 
utterly untamed personality, who is not altogether in the wrong in holding the world to be 
detestable, but surely does not make it any more enjoyable either for himself or for others 
by his attitude. Beethoven never married, although he appears to have been engaged on 
three separate occasions. Without the need to support a family, he was reasonably successful 
financially, at times very much so. He died in Vienna in 1827, at the age of 56. 

As a world-class pianist, Beethoven particularly favoured the piano in his 
compositions. He wrote 36 piano sonatas (large works for unaccompanied piano) and 
five piano concertos (large works for piano and orchestra) as well as a huge range of 
other piano music. Most famous is his Bagatelle in A Minor, which bears the title Fbr Elise 
('For Elise'). In fact, Beethoven's writing was so messy that no one is sure whether it 
was for Elise or for someone else entirely different that the piece was intended. The 
opening movement of his Moonlight sonata is equally famous. 

Starting small, Beethoven pushed the form of symphony in new directions; with his 
introduction of the 'scherzo' movement (a musical joke) in place of the staid minuet; with the 
lengthening of the symphony from the 20 minutes of Haydn to the 75 minutes of his final 
symphony; and with the increase in size of the orchestra and the complexity of orchestral 
colour by the use of many different instruments. In his final symphony, he introduced the 
human voice. It is often said that Beethoven's odd-numbered symphonies were the ground- 
breaking ones, while the even-numbered ones were the pot boilers. This is somewhat unfair to 
his 6th and 8th symphonies. If anyone else had written them, they would be instant celebrities.

Dirty Harry

Although I have deliberately tried to avoid writing about 'mainstream' blockbuster 
Hollywood films in the past, every now and again the big Hollywood studios release a film 
that just happens to be unusual and captures the 'Zeitgeist' (the mood or feeling) of the 
time. In this article I will explore why I believe Dirty Harry (1 97 1 , dir. Don Siegel) fits into 
this description. I believe there are a great many reasons why Dirty Harry has every right 
to be considered a classic movie. In many ways it is an example of its star, Clint Eastwood, 
and its director, Don Siegel's best work. 

Eastwood started his acting career in his late 
20s in the television series 'Rawhide'. By the mid 1960s 
he was to finally get his chance to be a leading actor in 
the famous trilogy of westerns by the noted Italian 
director Sergio Leone. These films were made in Spain 
and on a limited budget (Eastwood only received the 
part because the salary on offer failed to interest any 
of the major Hollywood actors approached). The trilogy, 
comprising of the films A Fistful of Dollars (1964), For 
a Few Dollars More (1965), and The Good, the Bad 
and the Ugly (1966) were not originally made for the 
American market, but they were successful and finally 
brought Eastwood to the attention of the Hollywood 
studios. It is no coincidence then that Hollywood 
realised Eastwood would make an appealing action hero 
and started to offer him roles in war movies and police 
thrillers as well as other cowboy roles. 

It is perhaps to Eastwood's credit that he was able to fit into any of those roles with 
ease. He was (and still is) a natural athlete and looked as at home riding a horse as he did 
jumping from an aeroplane. By 1971 Eastwood was 41 years old but still performed almost 
all his own stunts in Dirty Harry (including the famous leap from a bridge onto the roof of a 
moving bus). In fact Eastwood was not even Warner Brothers first choice to play the lead 
role of Harry Callahan in Dirty Harry as they had already tried to persuade the much older 
Frank Sinatra and John Wayne to play it. However it was another Hollywood legend, Paul 
Newman, who suggested they approach Eastwood after Newman himself turned it down. 
Now, 35 years on, it is almost impossible to imagine anyone else playing Callahan, for the 
role suited Eastwood's personality, wit, humour and screen charisma so perfectly. 

It has to be remembered that the early 1970s were a time of turmoil and change in 
America. There was much resentment and distrust of politicians as the Vietnam war still 
raged on the other side of the world. Death and violence was on the news every evening 
and it had also been less than 10 years since the civil rights movement in the south of the 
country had allowed black people the same rights as whites. And yet even so, this was an 
America of prosperity and wealth, epitomised by the huge, petrol hungry cars that were 
everywhere until the oil crisis a few years later made car manufacturers start to consider the 
viability of making smaller, more economical models. American film makers also had many of 
the restrictions of censorship (known as the 'Hays code') removed from them, allowing 
them to start making more daring and controversial subjects. In many ways Dirty Harry is 
a film of its time, with all these factors becoming evident in its depiction of America as a 
violent, crime ridden society where the myths of the virtuous and good heroes of Hollywood 
legend are replaced by the realities of modern life and a world filled with anger and frustration. 

In the film, Eastwood is detective 'Harry Callahan', a tough, veteran and widowed 
policeman who finds himself tracking down a psychotic young killer who calls himself'Scorpio' 
(excellently portrayed by actor Andy Robinson) . Scorpio demands money from the city 
council or he threatens to kill again. Callahan realises that Scorpio is not so much a blackmailer 
but a madman who kills for a thrill. When Callahan finally tracks Scorpio down and exposes 
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him he finds his actions greeted not with relief but with threats of legal action for violating 
the killer's human rights and with politicians publicly criticising his methods in order to 
appease the media. Callahan realises that he is now being turned into a villain but also 
realises that Scorpio is a sick and twisted man who cannot stop himself. Whilst the politicians 
worry about power and votes, Callahan goes against all the warnings he is given and is 
determined to stop Scorpio killing again in, even if he has to break the law to do so. The 

result is a tense battle of wills and politics resulting 
in an action packed ending that helped turn 
Eastwood from a film actor and into a superstar. 
And yet, despite the conclusion, the film is strangely 
downbeat as it reflects on the price of liberty and 
the violence that Americans were becoming used 
to seeing as a result of a changing society and the 
television images from Vietnam. Even though 
Callahan himself represents the establishment his 
rebellious streak appealed to audiences who were 
distrustful of authority, allowing the character to 
be 'cool' enough for audiences to identify with. 

The film is also full of terrific set-pieces, a 
tribute to the veteran director Don Siegel who 
frequently collaborated with Eastwood in the late 1960s and 1970s. The bank robbery 
scene at the beginning of the film (the only scene not shot on location but at the Warner 
Brothers film studios) is a terrific example of this and with its legendary 'Go ahead, make my 
day' dialogue shows Eastwood at his most iconic. Dirty Harry was also commercially very 
successful (it took over $28 million and that was in 1971) and led to four watchable (but still 
inferior) sequels in which Callaghan had to solve various violent crimes. 

It is fair to say that Dirty Harry changed the way action films were made for adult 
audiences. It stripped away the glamour from action movies and showed the consequences 
of violence and the anger within America itself. It was also one of the first films of its 
type to spawn big budget sequels which the likes of Die Hard (1988), Speed (1994) and 
Under Siege (1 992) have subsequently done. Whether Dirty Harry is a film that glamorises 
or condemns violence is perhaps open to interpretation. However where Dirty Harry 
really succeeded is in adding a toughness and realism to Hollywood action films as well 
as treating audiences with intelligence. Dirty Harry is a film that acknowledges that the 
world is changing and is a dangerous and unfair place where bad things happen and we 
are often powerless to change it.

Withnail & I 



Produced by musician George Harrison's company 'Handmade Films' (Harrison was a 
member of the influential 1960s band The Beatles') and frequently voted by movie 
magazines as one of the funniest British films ever made, Withnail & / (dir. Bruce Robinson) 
is a deeply personal and tragic film about the dreams and aspirations of our youth making 
way for the cold, harsh reality that dawns on 
each of us as we get older. Such a basic premise 
does not sound like much of a background to 
make a good comedy, but somehow Withnail & I 
manages to strike an exceptional balance between 
tragedy and the comedy of absurdity. 

Set in September 1969, the film follows a week 
or so in the life of two unemployed and struggling 
young actors living in near poverty in Camden Town, 
North London. Firstly there is 'Withnail' (played by 
Richard E Grant), a 29 year old, tall, painfully thin 
alcoholic who believes himself to be a great 
undiscovered talent. The other actor is the T character (Paul McGann) a slightly younger man 
whose story the film tells. In reality the characters are based on director Bruce Robinson's own 
drama student days in the late 1960s and early 1970s. Robinson himself stated that Withnail 
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is loosely based on a real housemate called Vivian Mackerall (who died of cancer in 1975 
at a tragically young age) and T is based on Robinson's own observations and experiences 
of life and London at the time. 

The film also gave a huge career boost to its two main stars (Grant and McGann) who 
were both acting in their first major film projects. Whilst McGann was already known from 
British television, Richard E Grant was then an unknown quantity. It is slightly curious then 
to think that although the film centred on McGann's character, it was Grant (born and 
educated in Africa to British parents) who made such a memorable impact in the film that he 
has since gone on to be a big success in Hollywood as well as in British theatre, films and 
television. What is perhaps even more remarkable is that when originally released (in the 
spring of 1987), the film was mostly overlooked and did not do particularly well at the time, 
so usually it would have drifted into oblivion and been forgotten about. However the film's 
outrageousness and black humour proved to be 
popular amongst students and other individuals who 
found they were able to relate to it. Subsequently 
the film gained a 'cult' following when it was released 
onto video and in the years that have elapsed since 
it was made it has been rediscovered and reappraised 
by a new generation of viewers. 

Bruce Robinson himself admits that his 
directing of the film was not as good as it should 
have been and that the lighting and quality of the 
film stock used makes the film appear darker and 
dirtierthan usual. Also, parts of the film were filmed 
illegally and without permission. These factors were 
probably because it was Robinson's first attempt at directing a film and that the film had 
a very tight budget of £1 .1 million (less than $2 million). A large portion of that budget 
was spent by Robinson on obtaining the rights to use the music of Jimi Hendrix for just 
a few scenes! And yet strangely enough, fans of the film argue that these handicaps 
actually add to the honesty and charm of the picture. For example, London has never 
looked so depressing and unglamorous as it does here. The apartment where Withnail 
and I live looks and feels dirty and cheap (which it is supposed to be considering both 
are poor and unkempt). The English countryside also has a similarly miserable look, for 
despite its rich green colour, it also looks damp, cold and muddy. 

The story surrounding the central characters is extremely simple and short. They 
find unemployed life so depressing and monotonous in London that they decide to take 
a short vacation in the countryside by borrowing the holiday cottage of Withnail's wealthy 
uncle, 'Monty'. They arrive at the cottage (in north England's Lake District) expecting to 
be able to relax and rejuvenate only to discover that the cottage is not much better 
than their flat in London and the weather is terrible. To make matters worse they encounter 
a whole host of stereotyped and strange locals. And when Uncle Monty unexpectedly 
turns up to visit them the story becomes even more bizarre. 

Although the story to Withnail & I is very slight, it manages to sustain the viewers 
interest through its tremendously well written and witty dialogue, eccentric characterisation, 
quality acting, and at times hilarious comedy. The use of language borders on genius and 
even though there is some swearing in the film, it must be said that the swearing comes 
from the despair of the characters situation. It is used perfectly within the context of the 
story, to hilarious effect, and not just used to shock the audience or to sound 'cool' 
(something that Hollywood is often guilty of). Another notable aspect of the film is the huge 
amount of alcohol consumed. We know that being unemployed and poor is not the situation 
that these two actors want to be in, and to relieve the tediousness of life they drink. ...a lot! 
However the character of Withnail seems to spend a large proportion of the film drinking (or 
being drunk) and this leads to all manner of highly amusing complications, including a near 
fight with a huge, angry Irishman, an argument in a tea shop with a waitress and a hilarious 
scene where he is arrested by the police for drink-driving. The film is also littered with minor 
inaccuracies (such as 1980s cars being briefly visible in some scenes) but in general it 
manages to convey a feeling of its time, for London's place in history as the hub of 1960s 
culture is starting to decay as the end of the decade draws nearer. There is also an underlying

sense of inevitable change in the film, for both the environment and the characters. 
Change is referenced not only visually (such as the demolition of an old building) but 
also in the dialogue of both Uncle Monty and the character of 'Danny', two individuals 
who both lament, for different reasons, the end of an era. 

However Withnail & I is not just a possible social commentary or a particular 
perspective on 1960s life in London, but it is also a darkly tragic comedy that addresses 
the fact that the dreams of our youth often end in disappointment and compromise. 
Withnail's outrageous and highly amusing drunken rants thinly disguise his anger at his 
lack of professional progress as he nears the age of 30. That his flatmate, being slightly 
younger and much more able to control not only his drinking but also his own destiny, 
only compounds Withnail's behaviour. Withnail is getting older and realises his 'big chance' 
may now never come, and yet he will still have to deal with inevitable changes in his life. 
The film's ambiguous ending hints at this. 

Therefore, Withnail & I, for all its faults, is an interesting and amusing film to 
watch which may offer viewers a fascinating insight into the myths of British manners 
and eccentricity. Although the film certainly has an extremely British sense of humour 
(which has proven difficult for some American viewers to understand) I do hope that any 
readers of this magazine who wish to see it appreciate the way the humour is found in 
despair, and the wit found in hopelessness that has made this low budget effort so 
beloved and memorable.

Highs and lows of Britney Spears 

Pop star Britney Spears' decision to shave off her hair has made headlines around the world. 
It is the the latest in a series of events that have made the 25-year-old perfect tabloid fodder over 
recent months. The US hair salon where pop star Britney Spears shaved her head has apparently 
set up a website to auction her locks for more than $lm. Spears had the drastic cut at Esther's 
Hair Studio in California. The website, claims to have been set up 
by salon owner Esther Tognozzi. It includes photos of the hair, 
saying it is "absolutely authentic". 

Meanwhile, Spears has been spotted in Hollywood sporting 
a short blonde wig. The salon's website offers bidders an 
"opportunity of a lifetime" and says a portion of the proceeds will 
be donated to various unnamed charities. As well as the hair, the 
winning bidder will also get the hairclippers Spears used, a blue 
lighter she left at the salon and the can of Red Bull she was 
drinking at the time. Salon co-owner said: "We still don't know 
why Britney chose our shop. We'll probably never know." Mr Tognozzi said they originally listed 
the hair on internet auction site eBay, but it was cancelled for an "unknown reason." 

On Tuesday morning there were scores of supposed locks of Spears' hair for sale on eBay - 
including some located in the UK and Germany. "It's pretty crazy all the frauds and stuff that's out 
there," Mr Tognozzi said. "They're not even in our state." EBay said many postings claiming to 
offer "genuine" locks have already been removed. An eBay spokeswoman said: "Anyone considering 
the purchase of such an item should read the listing carefully and only proceed if they are completely 
happy that the item they are buying is authentic." 

Spears' troubles began last November, when the singer filed for divorce from her husband 
Kevin Federline, citing "irreconcilable differences". Many fans, who had barely concealed their 
contempt for Federline, thought the split would mark a re-birth for Spears - whose recording 
career has been on hold since the 2004 marriage. Instead, she embarked on a prolonged 
period of partying with other young celebrities, including heiress Paris Hilton. But Spears was 
also a regular star of gossip columns. She also drew a storm of criticism for paparazzi 
photographs which seemed to show her without underwear, and she reportedly collapsed at a 
New Year's party in Las Vegas. 

Last week, several US media outlets reported Spears had checked in to a rehabilitation 
centre in the Caribbean. But she left after just 24 hours and the paparazzi tracked her down 
to a Los Angeles tattoo parlour - where they discovered she was completely bald. Psychologist 
Linda said that Spears' dramatic haircut was sending "a very loud and clear message" to the 
press. She's saying: 'Leave me alone. I won't be who you want me to be.'"
